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THE GAG LAW THREATENED 


MORE BITTER WORDS IN THE 
HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

THE GOVERNMENT ACCUSED OF WANT 
OF FRANKNESS BY THE PARNELLITES 
AND LIBERALS, 

LONDON, Aug. 1.—On the resumption of 
the debate in the House of Commons to-day on 
the Parnell Commission bill Mr. Balfour, Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, said that the speech of 
Home Secretary Matthews last night, in which 
he said “the Judges already had the power to 
Belect such of the charges as they deemed 
worthy of an inquiry,” contained what the Gov- 
ernment had all along stated. 

Sir Lyon Playfair, Liberal, contended that Mr. 
Maithews had extended the scope of the bill to 
an enermous extent. Mr. Matthews now said 
the inquiry was into an organization which in- 
duced crime, whereas the House had been led to 


believe that the bill was intended to enable cer- 
tain members to clear their characters. 

Mr. Bradlaugh declared that Mr.. Matthews 
had made out an absolutely new case. : 

Mr. Chamberlain repeated his statement that 
he would have been glad if the range of the pro- 
posed inquiry had been limited, but he said he 
had never suggested a limit regarding persons. 

Mr. Gladstone said the Government’s cove- 
nant had been entirely and absolutely changed. 
He said his party would take care that the 
country should understand these proceedings. 
[Cheers. } : 

Mr. Balfour said that Mr. Gladstone on the 
eve of the inquiry had pronounced the opinion 
that the Zimes's letters were forgeries. 

Mr. Gladstone—I said that I was justified in 
concluding that there must be a motive for the 
extraordinary way in which the letters were 
now being thrown into the shade. 

Mr. Balfour said Mr. Gladstone’s remarks 

Were most improper. Hedenied that the Govern- 
ment had altered the bill or changed their posi- 
tion. 
Mr. Reid, Liberal, offered an amendment pro- 
Viding that the commission shall inquire into 
charges and allegations only in so far as the 
same may bear upon the charges and allega- 
tions against members. He argued that the 
amendment would not limit theinquiry so far as 
Members were coneerned. In the interests of 
members it might be necessary to inquire into 
the conduct of other persons, but he wished to 
guard against an illimitable extemsion of the 
inquiry. 

Mr. Sexton said he had gathered from the 
Bpeeches of the Ministers and their sup- 
porters that they only desired an _  in- 
quiry into the alleged complicity of 
Members with crime. To imciude the 
conduct of outside persons was irrelevent, ex- 
eevt in so far as it might throw light.on the as- 
sumed guilt of members. Mr. Smith’s friend, 
Waiter, at first did not wish that other persons 
should be included, but when he visited Mr. 
Smith he knew that the letters he nad pub- 
lished in the Zimes would be proved to be for- 
geries, that his charges against members would 
break down, and that the only chance he had 
of escaping disgrace and the ruin of the /imes 
Was to getaroving inquiry into the conduct of 
persons over whom members had no control, 
aud thus mislead the public mind. 

Mr. Matthews said: ‘‘The primary object of 
the bill is to secure an investigation into charges 
of what have been properly described as a cata 
logue of melancholy and disgraceful crimes, re- 
garding which the Governmeat thought it of 
public importance that the whole truth should 
be known. The inquiry is not imto the conduct 
of members as members, but in their capacity 
as members of an outside organization. I 
should have thought that, in order to complete- 
ly establish their innocence, they would have 
desired the inquiry to be full and complete. 
Mr. O’Donnell ina published letter said that 
Frank Byrne was only the agent of more guilty 
and more wicked persons.” ; 

Mr T. P. O’Connor—Does the right honorable 
member insinuate that he meant us? [Cries of 
“Order!” and ‘‘ Hear, hear!” 

The Speaker called Mr. O’Connox to order, and 
Mr. Matthews continued. Hesaid he had con- 
veyed no insinuation against any one. If he 
had intended to make a personal charge he 
would have made it in plain words. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt said if the pro- 
traction o: thé debate on the bill required any 
justification it would be founa in Mr. Matthews's 
speech. It was only by persistent pressure that 
the Oppoaition were at last beginning to detect 
the real meaning of the bill. [Cheers.] It now 
appeared that the Government's object in ereat- 
ing the commission was not to give the Parnell- 
ite members an opportunity to clear themselves 
of foul and calumnious charges, but to inquire 
into a pulitical organization. If that were so, 
why had not the Government instituted the in- 
quiry long ago? ([Cheers.] The Government, 
wishing to escape tne responsibility ter the 
commission, asserted that its formation was 
—— at the instance of Mr. Parnell, yet the 

ouse was now told that its object was to in- 
quire into a political organization.

Mr. Balfour admitted that the committee of 
the Cabinet on July 11 decided to include “and 
otners”’ in the reference to the commission, and 
next day the whole Cabinet assented. If Mr. 
Smith in announcing the reference in the 
House did not read the words *“‘and other per- 
sons” it was doubtless a slip. 

Mr. Gladstone said he thought the conduct of 
the Ministers in sitting silent when Mr. Smith 
announced the commission, leaving out these 
all-important words, deserved severe censure. 

Mr. Goschen said he did not think that Mr. 
Gladstone in the whole course of his life had 
acted as now in declining to reeognize the truth 
of a Minister's words. No rhetoric nor ingenuity 
of speecd could alter the fact that the intentions 
of the Government from the first were to in- 
clude “other persons.” 

Mr. Giadstone said he had not the smallest in- 
tention to deal with the matter as a question 
involving the truthfulness of the Government, 
but the statement of the Government was net 
rational or intelligible. [Cheers. ] 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt said that the 
whole course of the Government had been a re- 
fusal to accept the words of the Parnellites, 
whileready to indorse and promote every calum- 
ny of the foulest kind. [Cheers.}] Would the 
Government now aecept Mr. Parnell’s denials or 
proceed to try to fix upon them charges of per- 
jury and falsehood? If the members wanted to 
see the true unfairness and hypocrisy that lay 
behind the bill he commended them te the 
frank innocence of Mr. Goschen’s remarks. 
[Cheers. } 

The Chairman here advised a eessation of re- 
criminatious. A division on Mr. Reid’s amend- 
Inent was then taken, and the amendment was 
Tejected—241 to 194. 

Mr. Goschen, in the absenee of Mr. Smith, 
who was unable to be present om account of a 
domestic afiliction, stated’'that if the bill was 
not passed by the close of to-morrow’s sitting 
he would move that the remainder of the clauses 
and amendments be forthwith put. [Cries of 
“Oh! oh!” and cheers. |

THE EMPEROR AT POTSDAM. 

BERLIN, Aug. 1.—Emperor William and 
Count Herbert Bismarck arrived at Friedrichs- 
ruh at midnight. Prince Bismarck awaited 
their arrival at his mansion. Crowds of people 
cheered the Emperor and sang “‘The Watch on 
the Rhine” and the Prussian national anthem. 

The Emperor remained at Friedriehsruh 
until 12:30 to-day, when he took the train for 
Potsdam. He bade Prince Bismarck a hearty 
farewell. A throng of people were at the station 
and gave the Emperor an ovation as he de- 
parted. 

Oa arriving at Potsdam Emperor William was 
met by the Duke and Duchess of Schleswig- 
Hoistein, Duke Guenther, and the Chief of 
Police, and was immediately driven to the 
palace. 


Paris, Aug. 1.—The Nouvelle Revue pub- 
lishes an alleged secret report sent by Prince 
Bismarck te the late Emperor Frederick with 
reference to the projected marriage of his 
daughter, Princess Victoria, to Prince Aiexander 
ef Battenberg. In this report Prince Bismarck 
insists upon the necessity of refraining from 
wounding Russian feeling, of maintaining the 
official sympathy that always existed between 
the late Emperor William and the Czar, and 
even of encouraging the Russian policy within 
the Jimits within which Germany is bound.

THE AUSTRALIAN EXHIBITION. 

MELBOURNE, Aug. 1.— Gov. Loch 
opened the Centenary Exhibition at this place 
to-day amid great pomp and display.

EMIN BEY AND STANLEY. 
THE LATEST RUMORS BROUGHT 
ZANZIBAR, 

LONDON, Aug. 1.—A dispatch from Zanzi- 
bar says : “Two native messengers who were 
eaptured from an earlier expedition by tribes in 
the Uganda district, bordering onthe Albert 
Nyanza, and who escaped from their captors 
about the beginning of April, have just arrived 
here. They report that Emin Bey was in a situ- 
ation of great difficulty. Provisions were scarce 
and difficult to procure, and his troops were 
beginning to bediscouraged. On April 4 Emin 
received a summons from the Mahdi,dated Khar- 
toum, calling on him to surrender and to dis- 
band his troops, the Mahdi threatening to 


attack if Emin refused. Emin also received’a 
letter purporting to be from Lupton Bey urging 
him to surrender as the only means to avert a 
massacre of the Europeans at Khartoum and 
Wadelai. Emin’s outposts confirmed reports of 
the Mabdi’s advance, stating that scouts on 
armed vessels had appeared at the confluence 
of the Nile and the Sobat. Emin considered the 
Lupton ietter to be a forgery, but he decided to 
advanee himself with the bulk of his troops by 
the left bank of the Nile, and to endeavor to 
surprise the Mahdi, compensating for lack of 
provisions by rapidity ot attack. 

He was touch harassed by the non-arrival of 
Stanley. Vague reports filtered from tribe to 
tribe. It was reported that Stanley was de- 
nuded of men and supplies, and hemmed in be- 
tween the Mboda country and the Albert Nyan- 
Za. Other reperts were to the effect that 
Stanley, after several conflicts with the Maton- 
gora and Mino tribes, had been compelled to 
divert his course in an unknown direction. 

Deserters from Tippoo Tib’s caravan testify 
to his willingness to assist Major Bartelot, but 
they say that, owing to the rumors regarding 
Stanley’s fate, he had the greatest difficulty in 
obtaining men willing to penetrate into the 
interior. 

The Arabs intend to establish commercial 
stations on the Upper Congo under the superin- 
tendence of the Governor of Stanley Falls. 

There has been fighting between the Kings of 
Uganda and Kabrega, southeast of the Albert 
Nyanga, in which the King of Uganda was 
victorious.

JUDGE TRUNKEY’S SUCOESSOR. 

SCRANTON, Penn., Aug. 1.—The Hon. 
Alfred Hand, President Judge of Lackawanna 
County, has been appointed by Gov. Beaver as 
the successor of Judge Trunkey on the Supreme 
Court Bench. The news of his appointment was 
received here at noon, and caused considerable 
surprise as well as rejoicing. Theappointment is 
looked npon as a mark of honor in the face of 
the rumor that Judge Hand was about to re- 
sign his present office. The leading politicians 
of both parties are considerably interested in 
the matter. and the posssibilities it will present 
for aspirants for the vaeancy on the Lackawan- 
na bench. 

Judge Hand was born in Wayne County, Penn., 
on the 26th of Mareb, 1835, and is therefore 53 
years of age. He was prepared for college in 
his mative place, and entered Yale College in 
1853, graduating with honors in 1857. He en- 
tered at once on tbhe study of law and 
remained in active practice 19 years, when 
he was ee by Gov. Hoyt. Judge of the 
Eleventh Judicial Distriet, then composed of 
Luzerne County. After the division of Luzerne 
he was transferred to the courts of Lackawanna 
County, and at the Fail election of 1879 was 
elected Judge of this district for the period of 
10 years.

A HAIL OYOLOWE. 

Brown’s VALLEY, Minn., Aug. 1.—Yester- 
day afternoon, between 4 and 5 o’clock, a hail 
cyclone from the northwest passed over the 
Sisseten Reservation, struck the cultivated 
fields east of the Coteaux near Traverse, a point 
nearly opposite Brown’s Valley, and ruined all 
the crops in its way. The swath it cut was not 
over a mile wide, and the length of its damage 
thus far known in Minnesota and Dakota is 
about 10 miles. The storm crossed Big Stone 
Lake, abeut six miles south of Brown’s Valley, 
leaving this place harmless. There were two 
motions to the eyclone, one over and over like a 
mighty wheel of cloud and hall and lightning 
with thunderous roar, and thé other one a hori- 
zontal swing held centrally by electric force. 





FAI1AL BOILER EXPLOSION, 
Rateieu, N.C., Aug. 1.—A fatal boiler 
explesion occurred yesterday at Forestville, 
near this city, where a portable steam engine 


was used on the farm of P. H. Mangum to run a 
thrashing machine. A colored man named Mose 
Mangum was killed instantly, and Mr. Mangum, 
who had just ridden to the spot on horseback, 
‘was struck on the breast by a ponderous frag- 
ment of iron and knocked vielently frem his 
horse, receiving fatal internal injuries. Several 
others received serieus injuries. .

THE SENATE TARIFF BILL 
STILL INOOMPLETS. 

A RUMOR THAT IT IS DELAYED FOR MR. 
BLAINE TO PASS UPON—VIRGINIA’3 
CONGRESSIONAL DELEGATION. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—Just befere the 

Senate finished the Sundry Civil Appropriation 

bill this afternoon Mr. Plumb asked Mr. Allison 

to give the Senate some information as to when 
the appropriation bills would all be passed and 
the Tariff bill brought forward. After the 

Sundry Civil bill had been passed Mr. Allison 

gave some information. It was interesting, but 

not conclusive as indicating when Congress 
would adjourn. He said that he thought the 

Senate ought ~ be able to get rid of all 

the appropriation bills in 10 days _ if 

the House would promptly send over the 
remaining bills—the Deficiency and _ the 

Fortifications bills. As for the Tariff bill, that, 

Mr. Allison said, was in the hands of members 

of the Finance Committee, and would be 

brought forward and disposed of with all the 
speed consistent with careful consideration. In 
the meantime the “dark-lantern? conferences 
of the Finance Committee are being held, and 
to-day the interests consulted were the manu- 
facturers of linoleumand pottery. The pottery 
men will probably convince the Senators that 
an average reduction of 5 nercent. on pottery 
would ruin the potters, and the liin- 
oleum men _ will undoubtedly be assured 
that nothing shall be done to make 
their business less profitable. As Aug. 15, and 
even 80 late adate as Aug. 20 is given as the 
time for reporting the bill, the belief is growing

THE CANADIAN FISH TRADE. 

Ottawa, Aug. 1.—The advance sheets of 
the statistical report on the fisheries show that 
the value of the fishery catch of the Dominion 
during the past year fell from $18,280,000 to 
$18,234,000 as compared with the year previ- 
ous. The largest decrease was in canned lop- 
sters, which dropped $894,000. There was a 
decline also in the mackerel catch and near- 


ly $250,000 in the value of cod taken. 
The total value of fish exported to the 
United States was 2,717,000, or 40 
ger cent. of total! export. he imposition of a 
uty on ali fish entering the United States from 
Canada appears to have materially released the 
quantity sent imto the United States market, 
which, a8 compared with the exports the year 
before the duty was imposed, show a decline of 
2412 per cent. Of the total value of the 
catch ef the Dominion only 37 per cent. 
was exported last year, 63 per cent. 
being retained for home consumption. 
As compared with 1884*there was a drop off of 
43 per cent. in the value of dry-salted codfish 
exported to the United States and 27 per cent. 
in the shipment of mackerel. The exports of 
pickled pe je Piney off 61 percent. Of the total 
exports of pickled mackerel the returns show 
that the United States took 87 per cent. last 
year And only 1519 per cent. of the total ship- 
ments of dry-salted cod.

CANAL LOGOKAGES FALLING OFF. 

Lockport Depot, N. Y., Aug. 1.—The 
canal lockages for the month of July at this 
port will hardly make a very good showing for 
business on the great waterway of the State. 
This is due to the break which occurred at 
Adams Basin the second week, and which de- 
layed canal navigation just 18 days. Another 
influence was the low rates ef freights, which of 
itself alone would have greatly decreased the 
number of lockages. For the month just past 
there have been 814 lockages east and 
540 west, with 78 cribs of timber east, 
making a total of 1,432. The lockages 
for July for the past six years are as follows:

2,134; 1886, 2,508; 1887, 2793; 1888, 1,432.

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A DEFAULTING OLERK. 


HE ROBS HIS EMPLOYER OF SMALL 
AMOUNTS AGGREGATING $275. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Aug. 1.—John Willey 
& Co,, subscription book publishers, caused the 
arrest this evening of their confidential clerk, 
Charles Woodward, for embezzlement of $275, 
so far as at present learned, and with falsifying 
books, destroying valuable contracts, and con- 
cealing mail matter to hide his offense. Wood- 
ward was 22 years old, and recently graduated 
from the local commercial eollege, has been 
employed by Willey & Co. 14 months, 
He had made his home at Willey’s and was 
treated as one of the family. Most implicit 
confidence was placed in him, which he appears 
to have merited up to May last, when his pecu- 


lations commenced with a deficit of $50. A 
Bhort time after another cash item of $80 
appears, and in the latter part of June 
another deficit of $125 occurred. Wood- 
ward confessed to appropriating an express 
order for $50, sending tne payee a receipt, but 
never charged it on the cash book. Much of the 
time during the last two months he has been 
left alone, in consequence of the absence of his 
employer in New-York and elsewhere on busi- 
ness. He had the exclusive handling of money 
aggregating several thousand dollars. He 
wae granted permission to cash the postal 
orders, and it is through this channel 
that most of his peculations have oceurred. The 
firm’s suspicions were aroused 10 days ayo 
when Mr, Willey, returning fromal10 days’ trip, 
found lettera from bis agents im various parts of 
the country complaining of not receiving re- 
ceipts for cash remittances and neglect 
on the part of the firm to till orders 
tor goeds previously billed. He spoke of the 
matter to Woodwagd, who first denied all 
knowledge of it, but subsequently admitted his 
guilt. Meanwhile his father had been sent for, 
but young Woodward was missing. Investiga- 
tion showed he had left the house the previous 
night through the cellar window. 

netead of going home Woodward went with 
another young bookkeeper to Portland, Me., 
where he enjoyed himself. Letters were found 
in his room to a North Adams girl whom he aa- 
Gresses as Lotta. 

“We do not,” says the manager, “care so 
much for the money taken as for the chaotic 
state which Woodward’s neglect has placed our 
business by neglecting answers, important tele- 
grams, and cerrespondence. When I returned 
home and commenced this investigation I 
found a whole drawerful of letters Woodward 
had tossed aside unopened, among them tele- 
grams that needed urgent atiention. Many 
of these were from traveling agents await- 
ing shipmentof goods. Nor did Woodward’s 
evil work end here. I have found evidence 
of where he has taken a large mass of corre- 
spondence and valuable contracts and delib- 
erately burned them in the cellar furnace. For 
three weeks, during the absence of myself and 
wife, Woodward locked the office and loafed 
down town in bicycle and billiard rooms. As a 
result people have appeared day after -day 
at our doors and departed in disgus,t urable to 
gain entrance. There wasno reason to ‘Weod- 
ward’s deficit. He was paid $14 a month be- 
sides his board, had only himself to look after, 
and would soon bave receiveda considerable in- 
crease, a8 his wages were graduated on an as- 
cending scale. 

Woodward has been arrested. He cannot ac- 
count for the deficit nor tell where the money 
has gone. He will be examined in the morning. 





ASWINDLENIPPBDIN THE BUD 


WORK OF A BOGUS ADVANCE AGENT 
OF BUFFALO BILL. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 1.—A number of 
butchers in this city have been swindled out of 
small sums of money within the last two weeks 
by anew confidence game. On Saturday last a 
well-dressed man registered at the Lafayette 
Hotel under the name of George Lawrence, and 
was assigned to Room 572. He represented 
himself as the advance supply agent for Buf- 
falo Bill’s Wild West show, and said that he 
wanted to make a contract to supply meat to 
the employes of the show during its stop in the 
cityinafew weeks. He went te the farmers’ mar- 
ket on Saturday afternoon and introduced himself 
to George Kline, a wealthy butcher who resides 
in the Twientieth Ward. He said he had been 
recommended to him as a reliable man to deal 
with. Lawrence then produced a card on 
which wasinscribed ‘‘George Lawrence, Supply 
Agent Buffalo Bill’s Wild West Show. He asked 
Butcher Kline what he would furnish the show 
with “all-around meat” for. Kline asked how 
much meat would be required. ‘Twelve 
hundred pounds daily for 17 days” glibly replied 
the stranger. Mr. Kline figured the amount up 
and said he would furnish the meat at $1 eents 
a pound. Lawrence replied that the arrange- 
ment was satisfactory and asked Kline te go to 
his hotel and signu a contract. This Kline 
readily consented to do, and he and the stranger 
were soon seated in the swindler’s room at the 
Lafayette Hotel. Lawrence opened a satcnel 
and taking out two contracts, signed one him- 
self and Mr. Kline signed the other. 

After exchanging the contract Lawrence 
said: ‘‘ Mr. Kline, this will be a big contract; 
now whatdo you consider it worth to me for 
securing it for you?” Mr. Kline replied that he 
had not thought of that or he would have 
brought some ready money with him. Lawrence 
said that he was pressed for time and must 
leave the city and Kline told him that he would 
go and draw some money from bank and meet 
him in balfan bour. He then left for the Bank 
of America at Fourth and Chestnut streets for 
the purpose of getting some money. On his 
way down Chestnut-street he met ex-Chief of 
Detectives Francis R. Kelly whom he knew, 
and Mr. Kline stopped to inform him of his 
good fortune. 

* Do you know the man ?” asked Kelly. ‘“‘ No,” 
replied Mr. Kline, ‘“‘ but he has a card to iden- 
tify himself.” 

“ Well, you had better go slowin this and not 
give the man anything until you find out more 
about him.” 

Mr. Kline acting on Kelly’s advice tele- 
graphed to Buffalo Bill asking if he had an 
advance agent named George Lawrenee. The 
reply came back that no sueh man was con- 
nected with the show in any way. Mr. Kline 
pre oo home and didn’t go to the Lafayette 

otel. 

It has since been learned that a aumber of 
butchers, among whom was Thomas Bradley, 
have been fleeced out of small sums of money 
in the same manner. The swindler is described 
as @ dapper little man with smooth faee, some- 
what sunburned, and wears a blue sult of clothes, 
Oh his finger he wore a four-stone diamond ring, 
while another diamond of large size sparkled in 
his shirt bosom.

AN ENTHUSIASTIC STATE CONVENTION 
AT HART¥ORD YESTEKDAY—NOM- 
INATING A FULL TICKET. 
HARTFORD, Conn., Aug. 1.—The Connect- 
icut Prohibitionists held an enthusiastic con- 
vention here to-day for the selection of State 
and Eleetoral tickets. Every section of the 
State was represented, the principal o1ties send- 
ing stronger delegations than at any previous 
convention in the party’s history here. The 
Rey. C. A. Northrop of Norwich was the per- 
manent Chairman. The Vice-Presidents were G. 
A. Rogers of New-London, the Rev. J. A. Bur- 
rows of Newington, G. A. Kelsey of Litchfield, 
the Rev. H. A. Delano of South Norwalk, W. B. 
Martin of Tolland, E. B. Barton of Chatham, 


Nathan Merrill of New-Haven, and J. A. Lewis 
of Windham. The Secretaries of the conven- 
tion were R. N. Stanley of Manchester ana F. 
N. Hopkins of Windham. Hiram D. Camp of 
New-Haven was nominated for Governor, 
Nathan’ Babeock of Stonington for Lieutenant- 
Governor, Theodore I. Pease of Thompsonville 
for Secretary of State, George W. Kies of Nor- 
wich for Treasurer, and Edward Manchester of 
Winohester for Controller. Henry D. Smith of 
Planteville and the Rev. 8. B. Forbes of Rock- 
ville were nominated by the convention for 
Presidential Electors. Their associates on the 
ticket selected by the Congressional districts 
are De Witt C. Pond of this city, P. M. Anger of 
Middiefield, Herbert J. Crocker of New-London, 
and B. F. Kidder of Litchtield. The Fourth 
Congressional District was the only one to put 
& candidate in nomimation for Congress, E. 2. 
Ellis of Danbury being chosen. 

The platform demands the, adoption in the 
State and Natien of a policy of uniform prohibi- 
tion of the manufacture and sale of alcoholic 
liquors as beverages, through statutatory and 
constitutional enactmenis framed and enforced 
by legislators and officials who are leyat to the 
principle of prohibition. It maintains that 
neither the Republiean nor Democratic Party 
cam grant these demands beeause neither of 
them is independent of the saloon vote, and 
that these two parties, by keeping the oppo- 
nents of the saloon divided while the liquor 
vote holds the balance of power in both, 
are thus the principal agencies for the 

erpetuation of the traffic. The convention also 

eclared as a fundamental plank that 
** the adjustment of impost duties should be de- 
termined by our wisest statesmanuship accord- 
ing to equity as the interests of all classes of 
citizens in all portions of our country shall re- 
quire. Therefore itis a question which should 
be kept as free as possible from the bias of par- 
tisunship and the heat of political debate; 
hence, also, it should neversbe made the 
dividing line between partie, since such 
a division cannot fail to Tender class 
legislation, with its mischievous and multi- 
plied evils inevitable.” In addition the platform 
Sustains the civil service improvement, opposes 
the immigration of paupers and convicts, and 
favors & uniform system of graded pensions to 
the veterans of the war. On the latter point it 
says: “The National Government should 
wisely and justly care for those who risk their 
lives for eountry in time of national peril, but 
wecondemn the present system of granting 
pensions by which a premium is practically 
placea upon fraud, and many worthy veterans 
are forced to disreputable metheds or go with- 
out justice, and we favor a uniform and con- 
sistent system of graded service pensions.” 

The Committee on Resolutions was eomposed 
of Allen B. Lineoln ef Windham, Zenas W. Bliss 
of Middlesex, the Rev. 8S. M. Hammond of Litoh- 
fleld, George B. Cowles of Hartford, the Rev. O. 
W. Scott and tke Rev. James Ditmars of Fair- 
tield. The members of the Finance Committee, 
which will bean important one during the cam- 
paign, are the Rev. B. F. Kidder of Litchtield, 
W. W. Wilkinson of Fairfield. E. C. Barton of 
Chatham, Heury Baldwia of Windham, H. G. 
Piatt of Hartford, John 8. Melbourne of Tollana, 
and W. G. Hard of New-Haven. The outloek for 
the party is considered more favorable now 
than at any time before during its career in the 
State. The ticket and platform will give com- 
plete satisfaction, and a vote of 10,000 .is con- 
tidently counted on. 





DIRE PREDICTIONS OF EVIL. 


THE EARTH’S INTERIOR FIRES WORK- 
ING THEIR WAY UPWARD. 

CINCINNATI, Aug, 1.—The Times-Star 
Das an interview surreptitiously obtained 
from Dr. Welsenbauer, a Professor in Heidel- 
berg University, who has been investigating the 
natural gas wells at Findlay, this State. The 
Professor brought with him trom Germany a 
eomplete equipment of instruments adapted to 
the work he haa in view. The most 


important of these are instruments 
fer measuring the degree of heat at 
the bottom of abandvuned gas wells, and delicately 
adjusted telephones which he 18 said to lower to 
the bottom of wells for the purpose of discovering 
whether there are any unusual sounds emitted 
from the gas reservoirs, The Professor is re- 
ported as saying that the strongest wells must 
afford a vent to vast concerns in which tie gas 
is held under enormous pressure. They are of 
pice area and perhaps several thousand fect 
eep. 

The Findlay wells are, on an average, about 
1,000 feet in depth. From an inspection of 
them and of artesian wells which throw out 
boiling water, the conclusionis reached that the 
fires which are believed to rage in the in- 
terior of the earth come much nearer the 
surface in the Findlay region than in other 
localities. The instruments for measuring 
the degree of heat at the bottom of the wells 
furnished data from which the Professor es- 
timates that not more than one mile below the 
bottom of the gas. reservoirs there are fires 
raging, which show a heat of 3,500°. With the 
telephones the Prefessor is reported as nario 
that the roar of the fires could be heard an 
the erackling of the rocks. 

Many observations taken within a radius of 
three miles are said to have confirmed those 
tirst made as to the existence of these remark- 
able and startling phenomena. The rock next 
to the fires is believed to be melting 
away and the opinion is given that 
it is a matter ef perhaps months onl 
before the fires will form a fissure throug 
which the flames will reach the highly 
inflammable gas, F gree cone of great expansive 
force and confined under enormous pressure. 
When this occurs there will be a display of force 
such as no man has ever seen. The earth, com- 
prising ——— a whole township, will suadenly 
be lifted high in the air, and there will bea 
scene of destruction presented such as no earth- 
quake has ever left behind it. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—The published 
story to the effect that the town of Findley, 
Ohio, 1sin danger of being blown up bya sub- 
terranean expiosion of natural gas in the 
not very distant future is iscredited 
b geologists in this city. Prof. G. 
a Gilbert ef the Geelogical Survey said 
to areporter to-night that he would question 
the story having any foundation from the name 
of the geologiat aione. He was, he said, familiar 
with the names of all prominent European 
geologists and had never heard of Dr. Weissen- 
bauer before. Continuing, Prof. Gilbert said: 

“The story is one that areal geologist would 
not start, for in the first place it would be im- 
possible te determine with a thermometer or 
telephone in a bored hole the disturbanees going 
on below. The calculations made of a fire raging 
a mile under ground ata frightful temperature 
are unwarranted, to say the least. The story is 
further marked as a canard by the fact that 
the eatastrophe spoken of is to depend 
upon the upward movement of hot air from 
the region he speaks of reaching the chamber 
of gas. Evenif this were to occur it would not 
produce ao explosion. Itis generally supposed 
that gas that is burnable will explode in the 
air. This is not so; it must mix with oxygen 
and fuel before it will burn. So the explosion 
predicted eannot take place with the mixture 
of substances, and the airin this case cannot 
get in, for gas is always coming out. I think 
the whole story is a myth.” 





KILLED BY A: FALLING BEAM. 
CuicaGo, Aug. 1.—William Stray, Super- 
intendent of the Chicago Gaslight and Coke 
Company’s works, was struck this morning by a 


falling beam and crushed to death at the works 
of the company, on Crosby and Hobbie streets. 
He was 60 years old, and for’ 30 years had been 
connected with the company. 





YELLOW FEVER DYING OUT. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—Surgeon-General Ham- 
ilton said to-day that the yellow fever in Florida 
appeared to be dying out for lack of material. There 
are at present, he said, three cases at Plant City 
and none at Tampa, Nothing has been heard from 
Manatee and other infected places for several days. 
The health authorities at Baltimore have refused 
to allow the entry into that city of certain samples 
belonging to a drummer who recently died at Tampa 
of the fever.

INDIANA REPUBLICANS STILL INSIST ON 
NOMINATING GOV. PORTER. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 1.—The outlook 
respecting the nomination for Governor next 
week is nut materially changed. There is a 
very decided desire expressed from many quar- 
ters not te accept Gov. Pofter’s declination, but 
to insist upon his nomination, satisfied that the 
cenvention will be practically unanimous, and 
that Gov. Porter will then accept the party 
voice authoritatively expressed. The Gevernor 
has been placed in. a very embarrassing posi- 
tion. He feels that other men have become 
candidates because of his speech last December, 
when he said he would not be a eandidate, and 


Lieut.-Gov. Robertson particularly has been 
very outspoken in saying that Gov. Porter must 
be a candidate, as all others are, if his name is 
to come before the convention, taking the 
position assumed by Senator Sherman respect- 
ing Mr. Blaine at Chicago. 

The Congressional Convention for this district 
at its session to-day in Shelbyville passed a reso- 
lution indorsing Gov. Porter with a tremendous 
whirl of enthusiasm, and it is among the most 
probable events that he will be nominated, 
leaving Col. Robertson and the other candidates 
to take their own course. As a& matter of 
fact Col Robertson about the only 
outspoken candidate who is seeking 
the nomination. Gen. Lew Wailace 
has positiveiy declined. Gen. Hovey, the Hon. 
Willam Cumback, Col. George W-. Steele, the 
Hon. J. N. Huaton, and Private Ira J. Chase 
have all said in public inserviews that, while 
they would accept the honor of the nomination, 
they would not go into a conflict for it, but 
would leave the matter entirely to the judgment 
of the convention next week. 

Among other stories and rumors respecting 
this matter is one tbat Gov. Porter and Gen. 
Harrison, or some one for the latter, had entered 
into an agreement that if the Republican Presi- 
dential candidate should be elected he should 
appoint Porter Attorney-General, while others 
have said that Porter desired nothing more than 
the Russian mission, for the reason that he wants 
to pursue historical researches in that country. 
“IT do not believe there is any truth in either 
of these stories,” said a Republican of promi- 
nence who knows. *“‘I am told that, on the con- 
trary, @ somewhat officieus fellow went to Mr. 
W. H. H. Miller, Gen. Harrmson’s law partner, 
and asked what would be offered Mr. Perter if 
the Republicans should succeed. Mr. Miller at 
once became very indignant, ana said that Gen. 
Harrison was not making any political deals, 
and that he and his friends would rather meet 
defeat than enter into any bargains at this time 
for the distribution of otfiees after bis election.” 

Gen. Lew Walace finished his biography of 
Gen. Harrison yesterday, and during the day 
forwarded to his publishers the last package of 
manuscript. ‘It was a labor of love,” he after- 
ward remarked in speaking of the work. When 
asked hew large a volume it would be, he said 
that he could not tell as he had never been able 
to guess accurately what his manuscript weuld 
make in print. The volume will be out of press 
and ready for the publicon Aug. 14. Several 
thousand copies have already been sold in In- 
diana. This afternoon Gen. Wallace, accem- 
panied by his wife, left for Newport, RL, 
where a couple of weeks will be spent. 

Mr. Thomas Chandler, who was nominated by 
the Republicans for Congress to-day, is a mem- 
ber of the iron manufacturing firm of Chandler 
& Taylor, one of the largest industries here. He 
began work as an apprentice at 50 cents a day 
and has built up the business in which he atill 
works every day. The Republicans regard the 
nomination as a particularly strong one and 
emvodying the principle upon which they will 
tight the campaign.

MONTANA CATTLE RANGE HIGH. 

HELENA, Montana, Aug. 1.—The stock- 
growers’ journal to-day produce figures showing 
the cattle shipped in by the different Montana 
eattlomen from Texas and New-Mexico, a por- 
tion coming by rail to the terminus of the 
Cheyenne and Northern Railroad and the re- 
mainder coming all the way by trail, and which 


are already onthe Montana ranges or on the 
way. They show a total of 117,000 head added 
to the ranges, 107,000 for the Eastern and 
10,000 for the Western ranges. The ranges are 
all now well stocked again, and a prosperous 
condition exists among the cattlemen. Mon- 
tana will likely experience a_  fepetition 
of the boom times of 1884 for several 
years tocome. The sales made bythe Mur- 
phy Cattle Company in Chicago have created 
@ stir in the camp of the stockmen, and there is 
a feeling of disappointment on the part of those 
who failed to getin on the market just at that 
particular time. The cempany has made a sec- 
ond sale at the same advantageous figure, $5 
per 100 pounds, netting the seller in the neigh- 
borhoed of $52 per head. This is the highest 
price obtained fur the Montana beef since 1884, 
The cattle were Montana Texans. On the same 
day that the Murphy Company made its sale 
Wyoming cattie brought from $4 50 to $4 75, 
while Colorado cattle sold for $4. The great 
acarcity of corn-fed beef in Chicago market is 
the main cause of these prices being realized, as 
the corn-fed supply cannot in any way be aug- 
mented.

THE MONOPOLY IN JUTE. 

Str. Louis, Aug. 1.—It now seems that the 
jute combine has secured a_ sufficient con- 
trol of the output of bagging manufactories to 
control the market. It is said that Warren, 
Jones & Gratz are at the head of the trust, and 
they decline todeny or affirm the statement. 


They own the Scuthern and Standard Mills of 
St. Louis and milisat Muncie, Ind. Several of 
the largest Eastern milis are in the combine, 
the most prominent being L. Waterbury & Co. 
and Nevins & Co. of Boston. The mills shut 
down are at St. Louis; Peru, Ind.; Crescent Jute 
Company, New-Orleans; W. J. Tapp & Co., 
Louisville; Hart Bagging Company, Brooklyn, 
N. Y., and a number of small millsin [llinoisand 
Indiana. The output of all mills is 50,000,000 
yards of bagging, sufficient to cover a crop of 
7,000,000 bales of cotton. The present crop is ex- 
pected to exceed 7,000,000, and the demand for 
bagging willbe brisk. The Ludlow Bagging Com- 
pany of Boston is the only concern of any mag- 
nitude running independently, and its output 
is but 6,000,000 yards, nearly all of which has 
already been placed at abeut 7 cents. The price 
fixed by the combine 18 11% cents, or an addi- 
tional clear protit of 4% cents per yard. There 
is no scarcity of raw material to justify the in- 
erease, but the cotton-producing section seems 
to be at the mercy of the combine,

A GREAT LACK OF HARMONY 


REPUBLICAN LEADERS PULL- 
ING IN ALL WAYS. 

A RAPID CONFERENCE YESTERDAY 
WHICH RESULTED IN LITTLE MORE 
THAN ADDED HEAT, 

Republican politicians last evening were 

@ good deal disturbed over the unsatisfactory 

conference at the Fifth-Avenue Hotel during 

the day of the Executive Committee of the state 

Committee and the Executive Committee of the 

Republican Editorial Association. The confer- 

ence was called for the purpose of adopting a 

harmonious pian of evonducting the na 

tional and State campaigns, of “ working’ the 
weekly Republican papers, and, above all, of 
making the Republican daily press of one ac- 
cord in regard to the tarifL It turned out that 
there was no harmony at all, that nobody 
agreed about anything, and after two hot ses- 
sions the conference incontinently adjourned 
subject to the call of the Chair. Even the 
assurance of Ellis 4H. Roberts that 


all the Republican hatchets in Oneida 
County had been buried, and that the 
county would this Fall give 1,500 Republican 
majority did not induce his fellow-conferrees to 
bury their hatechets. O. G. Warren of the Buf- 
falo Commercial said that if John B. Weber was 
not nominated for Lieutenant-Governoer he aud 
the rest of the Republicans of Erie County 
would “kick,” and, having made this threat, he 
left the conference still * kicking.” 

Of the State Executive Committee there were 
present Gen. John N. Knapp of Auburn, the 
Vice-Chairman; Senator Van Cott. Clarence W. 
Meade, and Judge Selon B. Smith of New- 
York: James W. Husted, C. A. Chickering,. 
Clerk of the Assembly; Frank 8. Smith, and O. 
G. Warren. Of the newspaper men, besides Mr. 
Warren, Ellis H. Roberts of the Utica Observer, 
Carroll E. Smith of the Syracuse Standard, John 
A. Schleicher ot the Albany Journal, and others 
were present. The meeting was secret and 
for natural reasons the members were 
not disposed to divulge their controversies after 
adjournment. There is good ground for saying 
that the first disagreement was over the best 
method of persuading the people to vote the 
Republican ticket. Some of the newspaper men 
advocated the giving of money by the State 
Committee to journals in various parts of 
the State so that they might pub- 
lish protection doctrine and _ distribute 
copies through the mail. A very 
“practical statesman” of the State Executive 
Committee “ took no stock” in this project. 

“The question,” said he, “is whether wo 
shall distribute tivé-dollar bilis to the sews- 
papers, or distribute them directly to the voters. 
I believe in the latter.” That settled the sub- 
sidy proposition. Then on tke tariff at least 
half believed that the Senate was making a 
mistake in trying to tinker up a bill 
‘hey believed that the present protection 
law was perfect and ought not to be 
pulled to spieces by Republicans—silaughtered 
in the home of its friends. There’being no pos- 
sibility of agreement, the subject was dropped. 
Thus far nothing had been accomplished except 
the heating of the members, an entirely un- 
necessary thing yesterday. So a recess was 
taken at2 P. M. until4. When they reassem- 
bled at 4 the demon of discord started up the 
Lieutenant-Governorship, and that made mat- 
ters still worse. It turned out that Senator J. 
Sloat Fassett, although his Senatorial term has 
mot expired and he has had other honors 
heaped upon him, 18 not content, but aspires to 
the dignity of presiding over the Senate. This 
made the friends of Mr. Weber very mad, and 
they more than hinted that Mr. Fassett was a 
little xreedier than was necessary. 

After the meeting Mr. Husted and several 
others went to Erastina and saw the Wild West 
as a means of soothing their ruiiied feelings. It 
was said last evening that Mr. Platt would seo 
Senator Fassettin the merning and make him 
curb his ambition, and that Mr. Weber would 
be permitted to nave the nomination for Liceu- 
tenant-Governor. 

Mr. Warren said that the proceedings of the 
conference had been merely perfunctory, such 
as getting ready for the State Convention, look- 
ing after the diffusion of campaign literature, 
&e., and that nothing of importance had been 
done. He aid not know when anotner confer- 
enee would be held. 

Mr. Husted said that everything was very 
harmonious, and that the reperts of the mem- 
bers showed that the most remarkable deser- 
tions from the Democracy were going oun all 
over the Stute. 

“IT never saw things looking so bright at this 
stage of the campaign,” concluded Mr, Husted. 





ONE OF THE BUZZARD GANG. 

LANCASTER, Penn., Aug. 1.—Vincent K. 
Alexander of Little Britain Township arrived in 
town to-day, having been sent by Justice D.

The Governor called his 
attention to other parts of the testimony, and 
Morgan says he would not permit him to eem- 
plete one statement as to the evideuce before 
referring to others, and that, in fact, he, the 
Governor, talked the must. Morgan stood this 
for a time, and tinaliy informed the Governor 
that he was disappointed and misinformed in 
regard to him. ‘(tne Governor asked: 

“In what way?” 

“Why,” replied Morgan, “both in regard to 
this Case and in refereice to you being a gentle- 
man.’ 

As the conversation had assumed an unpleasant 
phase the Governor bid Morgan good-bye and 





departed. The interview lasted but a short | 


time, but was decidedly interesting. In refer- 
ing to the matter Morgan expressed the epinion 
that under the circumstances it would have 
been proper for the Governor to have heard his 
statement.

poisoned against him by Jobn T. Norris, while | 


the detective was getting out the requisitions 
for Harrington and Hanley. Morgan uattrivutes 
his being in his present position to two causes— 
the ‘trav’ reporters aud ithe hounding of olficials 
for the large reward.

THOSE IMPORIED STONECUTTERS. 

CuIcaGo, Aug. 1.—Col. Abner Taylor, the 
Republican candidate for Congresain the First 
Illinois District, and interested with Senator C. 
B. Farwell and others in the syndicate con- 
structing the Texas State Capitol, was asked to- 
day concerning the story of the importation of 
stonecatters from Scotland, as developed in the 


Congressional investigation now going on in 
New-York, In reply to a question as to wheth- 
er he and other members of the syndicate knew 
that foreign labor was imported to do the stone- 
eutting, he said: 

“T presume it was generally known to the 
syndicate, but it could du nothing to prevent it. 
lam unaltérably opposed to suci practices my- 
self, but in this instance [ nor any otner mem- 
berof the syndicate had anything to say about 
it, because the work was let out on contract to 
Mr. Wilkie. He agreed to build the Capitul for 
s0 much money, which was paid to him, and 
we hud nothing to say sbout the sort of labor he 
should employ.” 

' “Were there not plentyof stonecutters in 
America to do the work?” 

*“Notin Texas; all that were needed would 
have to be brought from some points outside 
the State. The fact of the matter is the original 
plan was to build the Capitol of limestone; but 
this stone was found unsuitable, and the State 
wanted the material changed tu grarite, of 
which there is a very tine grade in the land 
granted to the syndicate. ‘rhe difference in the 
cost of quarrying this granite and cutting it 
amounted to nearly haif a million doliars,which 
the syndleate were not willing to expend. Soin 
order to secure the stone tor the Capitol the 
State agreed to furnish convict laber to quarry 
it. This caused the union stonecutters to strike, 
or rather they refused to cut stone quarried by 
the eenvicts, and Mr. Wilkie was therefore com- 
pelled to get sionecutters from Aberdeen.”

SOME ITALIAN “ BANKS.” 
THEY SEEM TO EXIST WITHOUT THE 
SANCTION OF ANY LAW. 

The investigation of the Congressional 
Immigration Committee haa divulged a practice 
among a class who trade upon the ignorance of 
Italian immigrants which is not only fraudu- 
but in direct violation of a 
law of this State. As is well known, the Italians 
who visit our shores do so with the intent of re- 
maining here long enough te amass by manual 
labor of the unskillea kind a sum of 
money which to them seems large and 
then return to Italy. Their practice is 
to save every cent above what is required 
for the actual necessaries of life. Their 
hoardings are not kept in their own pockets, 
but are deposited in banks or forwarded peried- 
ically to relatives abroad. To carry out this 


eustom the Italian “bank” is brought into 
requisition. The Italian either deposits 
his savings therein or makes his remit- 
tanees to Italy through it. As has 
recently been instanced in several cases the 
Italian “ bank” is not always a model of integ- 
rity. It is not incorporated under the general 
banking law, and by a legal quibble manages to 
exist totally unamenable to the statutes gov- 
erning banks, 

The law of May 23, 1885, amending chapter 
409 of the Laws of 1882, known as the General 
Bank act, provides as follows: 


“‘ No person or persons raat in the business of 


banking in this State, not subject to the supervis- 
ion of the Superintendent of the Banking Depart- 
ment, and not required to report to him by the pro- 
visions of this act, shall make use of any office sign 
at the place where such business is 
transacted, having thereon any artificial or 
corporate name, or other words indicating that 
such place or office is the piace or office of a 
bank; nor shall such person or persons make use of 
or circulate any letter heads, bill heads, blank 
notes, blank receipts, certificates, or any written or 
printed, or partly written and partly printed paper 
whatever, having thereon any artificial or corpor- 
ate name, or other word or words indicating that 
such business is the business of a bank. Whoever 
shall offend against any of the foregoing. provisions 
of« this section shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and shall also forfeit the sum of 
$1,000. The penalties prescribed in this chapter, 
where no other provision is made, shall be recovered 
by suits in the name of the people of this State, to 
be prosecuted by the District Attorneys of the 
counties respectively where the offenses may be 
cumwmilted; provided, howevergthat the provisions 
of this section shall not apply to any. person or per- 
sons engaged in the business of banking in this 
State prior to the passage of this act. 

That several Italian banks are violating the 
spirit of the above statute is a matter of com- 
mon information among the reputable Italian 
bankers. To the unschooled Italian immi- 
grant the word “bank” carries with it tne 
weight of supposed responsibility and in- 
tegrity guaranteed by governmental require- 
ment. But as many Italian depositors 
know to their cost these institutions for the 
receipt of hard-earned savings are but traps for 
the unwary, 

The law 18 violated in this way: Signs are dis- 
Dlayed announcing the “Banca di Pisa,” 
*“Banea di Viadana.” ‘ Banea Risparmia,” 
&¢., notwithstanding the statutory pro- 


word “bank.” In many cases they are found 
to be simply means of swallowing up poor 
men’s earnings. The proprietors of these places 
urge as a defense that their establishments 
have been in existenee prior to the 
passage of the act regulating them, It 
is hard to prove the eontrary with- 
out searching official investigation. That such 
acourse is needed to protect defenseless Ital- 
ians, who believe the Mulberry-street and other 
bauiks to be legitimate concerns, is maintained 
by those who believe the iliegal banks as much 
a source of evil as the padrone agent system. 

There is a mevement awong the leading Ital- 
ians of the city to suppress the dishonest Ital- 
jan bank. It is headed by Signor Tacci, who 
has the support of such Italians as have more 
than a mercevary interest in their country- | 
men. A meeting will soon be held with a view 
to presentiug the matter to Bank Superintend- 
ent Paine, and requesting an enforcement of 
the law.

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GOV. AILL SIGNS 1T WITH 
MANY MISGIVINGS. 

18 FULL OF DEFECTS AND WILL 

CAUSE A LARGE DEFICIENCY IN THE 

PRISON ACCOUNTS. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 1.—Attorney-Gen- 
eral Tabor, to whom the Prison bill was re- 
ferred by the Governor for an opinion as to its 
legal effect, has submitted his opinion, wherein 
it is held that the bill applies not only to the 
State prisons, but to the State reformatories, all 
local penitentiaries, houses of refuge, and the 
State Industrial School. The Attorney-General 
eoncedes that great difficulty will be expert- 
enced in enforcing the bill so far as local penal 
inatitutions are concerned, ewing to the omis- 


‘sion from the bill of necessary provisions to 
carry ite apparent intent inte effect. The Gov- 
ernor’s doeument is as follows: 


STATE OF NEW-YORK, EXECUTIVE CHAMBER, 
ALBANY, Aug. 1, 1888. 

Memorandum filed with Assembly bill (not 
printed) entitled ‘‘ An act providing for the proper 
émpleyment of convicts in the penal institutions of 
the State, and making an appropriation necessary 
to prevent the prisoners from remaining in idleness.” 
A preyed. ‘ 

e desirability of providing some proper system 
for the ouployment of convict labor has long been 
recognized.’ For four years, in each of my annual 
messages, I called the attention of the Legislature 
to the subject, butno definite action was taken, and 
the Legislature again adjourned its annual session 
in May last leaving the problem unsolved. 

I convened the Legislature in extraordinary ses- 
sion to consider the whoie subject, and the bill now 
before me is the result, 

The bill is approved, notwithstanding it is imper- 
fect and subject to many objections, because it 
seems to be the best that is obtainable at the 
present time. It may well be doubted, however, 
whether it is adequate to meet the situation, It 
abolishes the use of machinery in all the prisons, 
penitentiaries, and other penal institutions in the 
State, and agg pa that the convicts sha]l only be 
employed in the manufacture of such articles of 
clothing and other necessary supplies commonly 
used in the ere iustitutions in the State, sup- 
ported in whole or in part by the State, ana re- 
quires the managers of such public institutions to 
procure such necessary clothing and supplies trom 
such penal institutions. It does not provide for any 
other labor. It fails todeclare what sbail be done 
with the convicts when the public institutions have 
been fully supplied. 

This is an important feature, because Iam ad 
vised that in four months’ time the convicts can 
mauufacture, even at hand labor and without any 
machinery, enough to supply fora year all the 
public institutions in the state required to be sup- 
plied. What is to be done the rest of the year? Are 
the convicts thereafter to cease work and to remain 
idle? Or are they to continue at work and accumu- 
late @ vast stock for which there is no demand, and 
which cannot be sold to any one under the law? 
These are serious questions which arise under the 
bill, and their solution is not free from difhealty. 

Under the ‘* Yates bill,” s0 called, ef last Winter, 
other methods of employment were provided in ad- 
dition to the sole one mentioned in the present bill, 
and other valuable provisions were contained in it 
which are entirely omitted here. It is suggested 
that under this bill the Managers of the State sol- 
diers’ Home will be cempelled to tlothe the soldiers 
under charge with prisen-made clothing, and there 
seems no escape from that conclusion. 1 am op- 
posed to such a proceeding, and believe that the 
soldiers’ Home should haye been exempted from the 
provisions of the bill. There is no occasion for 
placing the veterans of our State, when making pro- 
visions fur their care and maintenance, upon a par 
witl paupers, lunatics, or felons. 

The bill bears evidence of having been hastily 
prepared and I fear must be regarded as a mere 
temporary expedient designed more to bridge over 
the present ewergency than to adopt a permanent 
system of prison employment. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral holds that the bill applies to local penitentia- 
ries, and he being the law officer of the State his 
opinion must be respected by me. But there are 
many difficulties that will arise in enforcing the 
SS of the bill in respect to local institutions. 

he bill omits to provide any method for tho 
disposition of what they manufacture. aAre 
they bound to sell to the State exclusively? Can 
they manutacture for their own local charitable in- 
stitutions? Whatcontrol has the Superintendent 
of State Prisons, a State officer, over the affairs? 
What disposition shall they make of their surplus 
goods? What must take place if the State declines 
to purchase, having already been fully supplied by 
its own State penal institutions? Does the bill do 
anything else, so far us local institutions are con- 
cerned, except to prohibit machinery therein % 

An examination of the provisions of the bill fails 
to answer these questions satisfactorily. The 
scheme contemplated by the bill seems to be in- 
complete, and I fear practitally incapa bie of opera- 
tion so far as local penal institutions are concerned 
The bill has the appearance of having been drawn 
80 a3 ostensibly to include loeal penal institutions 
while practically excluding them. ‘The bill sheuld 
have been perfected in its details so that local penal 
institutions co.ld successfully carry out its provis- 
ions, In so far as the bill aims to protect honest la- 
bor from unjust and improper competition with con- 
vict labor, ithas my earnest approval. [t should have 
gone further, however, and explicitly mane pre- 
vision for the operation of the new system in the 
lecal institutions, and ieft nothing in doubt or con- 
fusion a3 to the practical effect ef the bill. Ifthe 
bill only provides for an employment which will 
keep the convicts at labor about one-third of the 
year and the rest in idleness, then it failato meet 
the expectations of the people. It will also fail to 
meet the demands of taxpayers, who believe that 
the prisoners shou'd not be kept in idleness, and 
that the prisons should be made self-sustaining, so 
far as that can reasonably and properly be done, 
and not a burden to the people. Itshould be borne 
in mind that all idea of the prisons or penitentiaries 
being self-supporting is abandoned in the scheme 
contemplated by this bill. It expressly limits the 
products of the prisons and other penal institutions 
to the needs of the State for its own use, and neces- 
sarily there must arise a large annual financial 
deficit greater thaa ever before. 

In many respects the Dill, although é¢efective, has 
much tocommendit. It prevents absolute idiegess 
for at least a partof the year. It does not restart 
the contract system, so far as selling to third par- 
ties is concerned. But what the people, the tax- 
payers, and the workingimen wanted was not a 
measure affording mere temporary relief, but a care- 
tully-prepared and comprehensive bill settling the 
vexed question of contract labor, and providing a 
permanent system for it, which would compel the 
prisoners to work at hand labor all the year round 
upon industries which could not conflict at ail, or 
conflict very slightly, with outside labor. and under 
proper legal restrictions and regulations, and which 
ut the same time would not render the prisoners a 
burden to the taxpayers. These satisfactory results 
cannot well be realized under the present bill. It 
will immediately require amendment at the very 
next session of the Legislature, and, unfortunately, 
the whole subject will necessarily be reopened, and 
especially in view of the conceded fact that the bill 
is deficient in provision for carrying out its intent 
as to local institutions. 

The avowed purposes of the bill, however, may be 
regarded as a step in theright direction. It cannot 
now be amended and must be accepted or rejected 
asawhole. Any reasonable measure having for its 
sincere purpose the prevention of unnecessary 
competition between prison and outside labor, no 
mattor how strong, stringené, or radical its provis- 
ions may be, provided they are at the same time 
consistent, explicit, and effectual, would meet 
with my prompt approbation. My views upon 
this subject are not recent or spas- 
modic, but have long been entertained 
and are well known. The Executive bas

discharged when he has called legislative attention 
to any subject and given the Legislature an oppor- 
tunity for action upon it. The alternative is pre- 
sented tome of either not approving the present 
pill, and thereby leaving the prisons of the State 
wholly unprovided for, or of approving & measure 
which, although imperfect and crude, affords a par- 
tial and temporary relief, and I have concluded that 
itismy duty, under all the circumstances, to ap- 
prove the bil DAVID B. HILL. 





NEW RAILROAD DANGER SIGNAL. 

George Westinghouse and his head man, 
Mr. Jackson, and assistants, together with rep- 
resentatives of the Pennsylvania, New-York 
| Sentral, West Shore,and Delaware, Lackawanna 
| and Western Railroads were at the Weehawken 
Tunnel yesterday to inspeet a new automatic 
system of signals designed to render collisions 
between trains impossible The Pennsylvania’s 
block system, which is 500 miles long, costs 
$600,600 a year to maintain it, while the new 


system can be operated for $100,000 a year. It 
consists of a pair of steel springs fastened to 


of the tunnel, cause the breaking of an electrical 
circuit. This causes ared danger signal to ap- 
pear in @ g.ass bull’s-eye on the top ofa ten-foot 
pole beside the track. Every wheel which pass- 
es over the springs breaks the current and is 
counted by electricity. Before the danger sig- 
nalis withdrawn the same number ef wheels 
must pass over a Similar pair of springs at the 
other end of the tunnel. : 

It is claimed that this system will afford abso- 
lute protection at drawbridges, switches, and 
all dangerous points where signals are required.

THE MINORITY REPORT ON 

THE JACKSON KIOTS. 

NO EVIDENCE FOUND THAT ANY UNITED 

STATES OFFICER WAS IMPLICATED 
IN THE TROUBLE, 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—The minority re- 
port of the Senate Judiciary Committee on the 
Jackson (Misa.) political riots was submitted by 
Senator Pugh to the Senate to-day. The minority 


says the hearings were held with closed doors, | 
and in Washington, more than 1,000 miles from | 


the location of the transaction. Hence the mem- 
bers of the committee had ne opportunity of ex- 
amining the great mass of witnesses who were 
on the ground. “ How unsatisfactory and mis- 
leading such a course is,” says tae report, ‘‘ will 
be evident to those who carefully examine the 
reported evidence.” 

Yhe minority says that for many years there 
existed in Jackson the kindest feeling between 
the two races. It isshown that the white peo- 
ple hadin all proper ways contributed to ad- 
vance the progress and welfare of the coiored 
people. It is aiso shown, the minority says, 
that before Jannary, 1888, the colored voters of 
Jackson had uniformly voted, and that their 
votes had been counted without trouble, Before 
coming down to the events of the night of Dec. 
24 the report relates some occurrences which 
transpired at Jackson within the 18 months pre- 
ceding which, it says, throw some light on the 
subject. Under a local option law enacted in 
1886 an election was neld in August of that 
ye rte determine whether the saie of intoxt- 
cants should be entirely prohibited in Hines 
County. The canvass in Jackson was conducted 
with great excitement and bitterness on both. 
sides. T. P. Barr, a citizen of Ligh character 
and a Republican, is quoted as testifyinx with 
respeet to an anti-Prohipition meeung held in 
Jackson that the ammunition and aris belong- 
ing to the penitentiary were brought down and 
stored in the City Hall, so thatin case of a riot 
they could be used against the Prohibitionists, 
The building was surrounded that night bv po- 
lice, saloon keepers, ganibiers, &¢., all heavily 
armed and ready for the aitack. : 

The report says: “The pulleo and other city 
authorities were there aa participants and not 
AS preservers of the peace.” This, the minority 
Buys, Was denied by no witnesses, hol even by 
Mayor McGill. Prohibition carried the county, 
although the majority in Jacksen was againstit. 
Toere was a beitef on the part of the Pronibi 
tionists that the law would not be enforced, as 
Mayor Mouili and the City Government had act- 
ively opposed the movement, s0 a Law and Order 
League was formed to entorce the law, and prose- 
eutluns were commenced by theleague. The mi- 
nority relates the circumstances of the rencontre 
betw3en Col. J. 8. Hamilten, leader of the anti- 
Prohibitionists, ant young Gambre'l, editor of 
the Prohibition organ, in which Gambreli was 
killed and Hamilton wounded. Hamilton was 
an intimate triend of MoGill and of Carroway, 
Chief of Police, and many citizens believed that 
the officials were in some way implicated in the 
affray. Thetrial of Hamilton was a prolonged 
one, and Was bot concluded until after this in- 
vestigation began. The excitement was such 
thata change of venue was eecured. While 
Hamilton was still under arrest he was serenacd- 
ed, and among (he serevaders was Mayor McGiil. 

These things tended to keep alive and intensi- 
fy the bitter feeiiug. When aifairs were in this 
condition the events of Dec. 24 occurred, Ed- 
ward Eugene Kaidwin, a lawyer of intelligence 
and, as the minority claim. the Instigator of 
this investigetion, and one verg much preju- 
diced against tne ollicials, is quoted as repre- 
senting tbat matters were very riotous in the 
latter part of the day, Young men came around 
town in crowds, carrying whisky in a gallon jug 
avd blowing tin horns. They threw cannon 
crackers iptu the stores, and tie owners Wert out 
with revolvers and drove them away by threat- 
ening to shoo, them, Stors windows were 
broken and other acts of rowdyism were com- 
mitted. It does not appear that the police 
made any effort te suppress the disturbance, 

About 9 o’clcck that night MeWillie Mitchell 
and some of his yous friends, Who seem to have 
been among thoss who were blowing tir borns 
and rioting, encou.tered a desperate character, 
a@pegro named Bot Whitesides, and in the ena 
both parties were killed. The winority bere 
quotes tue evidence of witnesses wo narrate, 
each from his own standpoint, the cireuin- 
stances o! the killing. The repurt sketches the 
pathetle gtief of the father and friends of the 
murdered Mitcheli, saying: ‘The yeung men, 
and boys sorrowing und inflamed vy the spec- 
tacle, w'th one mind repaired to a nali to con- 
cert measures to punish the murderers. They 
formed wh it is called tne White League. They 
undertoc« to find the policeman aud ihe others 
whe wers implicated, That this was the sole 
Object of the society is testified to by all the 
witnesses who wers members.” 

The winority says that vo inquest was held 
over either Mitchell or Whitesides. No attempt 
to heip a judiciai investigation of the circum. 
stances of a doubie homicide; no attempt made 
to ascertain the facts froman eye wilness under 
oath The Mayor, who wus ex-olficio a Justice 
of the Peace and als» by law required to beld 
inguests, and the City Marshai contented them- 
selyea with taiking to the two men in jail, Allen 
and Jacksen, aid with seme other witnesses, 
Thev did not see proper, however, to consult 
Gawmbrell and Brown, the ouly two white men 
who were presont and saw the killing. So Allen 
and Jackson wer3 tu.ned loose and made their 
escape to parts unkpowr, aud thougu both are 
now indietot for wurder, they are beyond the 
reach of justice. Thus matters stood on Tuesday 
night when tho bpominating convention was 
held. This meeting, though called Democratic, 
was really & neeting of all parties. Two Repub- 
licarns were on the Committee on Resolutions 
end were actively participating in the move- 
ment. More than one of the white Republicans 
in town Was w sympathizer in the movement 
and actively participated in it. 

The proceedings of this meeting were, in the 
language used in the resolutions and in some of 
the expressions of the speakers, intemperate, 
but there was nothing said or done whieh 
looked te a sup; ression of tke colored vote or 
any vote atail. The avowal of a purpose to 
elect the ticket nominated ought not to be con- 
atrued, aud was hever meant to be construed, 
into a threat that the eolored vote or any other 
vote was to be inferfered with, and it has no 
such legitimate meaning. The minority quotes 
Mayor McGill as saying to ex-Congressman 
Barksdale, a personal friend, who advised that 
he withdraw trom the contest, that he was de- 
termined to ascertain the wishes of the white 
people of the town or a majority ef them; that 
he would try and learn that evening or the next 
wornlng, and ifa majority of the white voters 
of the town did nei desire him to be a candidate 
he would not be. 

The minority finds that MeGili’s inquiries led 
him to believe that he could be eleetea by the 
White vote alohe, so instead of withdrawing he 
determined to have the negroes withdraw and 
leave him in the tield, McGill's letter to Gen. 
William Henry, proposing in the interest ofa 
fair and peaceable election that the colered 
voters entirely abatain from all participation in 
the election, and that not a single vote be polled 
by that class of citizens, is quoted, which propo- 
Kitlon was rejected by the Committee of One 
Hunéred, because it was impracticable and con- 
tained stipulations which no one was authorized 
to make. ‘This conspiracy,” the minority says, 
“of MveGili and Baldwin to eliminate the negro 
vote and to secure the co-operation of the Com- 
mittee of One Hundred is suggestive of the 
methods by which these Southern outrages are 
manufactured tor political purposes.” 

The minority follows at great length every 
detail of the occurrences under investigation. 
It declares that Baldwin stands impeached as 
utterly unworthy of credit. It finds the evi- 
dence against the Federal officials inculpated by 
the majority as unimportant, untrustworthy, 
and illegal. ‘It is not shown,” says the miner- 
ity, “that any one of the Federal officers in- 
criminated by the committee did a single 
illegal aet, or aided or advised in the @oing of 
sucn.” It argues that the bitterness and strife 
engendered by the Prehibition contest, though 
luited to slumber, were awakeved in the twink- 
ling of an eye by the cruel murder, as the peo- 
ple believed, of a young white man by a negro 
bully in the presence of a negro policeman, who, 
instead of preserving the peace and protecting 
huwan life, aided and encouraged the murderer 
“The City Government was incapable of pro- 
tecting life and property. Appailed and stunned 
itself at the crime and its consequences, it stood 
still in helpless imbecility. Then there was the 
inevitable separation of the races and the in- 
evitable race antagonism.” 

The minority, referring to the recommenda 
tions of the majority of the committee, says 
their object appears to be to secure a remeval 
of certain United States officials or employes 
and that to carry On an inquiry for such a pur- 
pose is a grave usurpation of power and a de- 
liberate attewpton the part of the Senate to 
disqualify that body from performing a high 
constitutional function. The power of impeach- 
ment rests alone with the House, and the Renate 
has the jurisdiction of Judges. A proceeding 
looking to the removal of a United States otticer 
should be Dy impeachment. Any other action 
by the Senate would be a clear usurpation of 
power and a grave error in disqualifying itself 
trom a fair trial. After copious citations of par- 
liamentary and constitutional law to sustain 
this contention, the minority comcludes with 
the statement that however vain may be all 
efforts to prevent usurpations of power and to 
preserve the constitutional divisions of pewer, 
still as long as an oath is required to support 
the Conatitution it is a @uty to resist ali in- 
fractions of that decument. The report is 
signed by Senators Pugh, Coke, Vest, and 
George.

THE NATIONAL GUARD. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

I have carefully perused the article re- 
lating toa ‘“‘Natienal Militia” in your issue of 
this morning, and while indorsing your objec- 
tion I cannot agree to yeur solution of the 
question. Itis generally conceded that, under 
the existing views of the people of the United 
States, it would be necessary to abolish the 
State erganizations to creAte the new system. 
What the advocates of the measure seem fo de- 
sire is to increase the number of available men 
in case of necessity—this would not be accom- 
plished by what you term the solution—* to 
create a eloser”’ connection between the army 
and “the existing militia forces.” Your rec- 
emmendation would tend to assimilate the gov- 
erping of the forces, and naturally raise the 
standard of the militia, but it would not aug- 
ment, nor in case of emergency give the needed 
elasticity—except by a gradual and ateady in- 
crease of the militia, an event not immediately 
probable. . 

Military service, for the time being, is not 
fashionable, and the proof of it is that the 
100,000 troops of the National Guard are fur- 
nishead by 12 or 14 of the 38 States. 
The experience of 1861 established the relation 
between the State troops and the National Gov- 
ernment, and itis fair to presume that it will 
hold in the future. What seems to be most 
needed to efliciently and eeonomically develop 
‘the existing forces in case of emergency would 
be a reserve composed of veterans and mem- 
bers whe had served in the army and navy and 
in the militia of the United States. We are the 
only country in the civilized world which does 
not utilize its veterans as reserves, and it would 
seem oppertune to try the plan adopted by otb- 
ers. There is amovement on foot to form a 
veteran reserve of exempt members of the Na- 
tional Guard In this ¢ity, and acompany of 100 
men bas already been enrolled and ofticered, the 
requirement being to have an honorable dia- 
charge frem the eld regiment. This movement 
is finding little ebjectien, except from a few 
weak and jealous officers still in the Guard, and 
will, | believe, grow and ultimately solve the 
question. There are enough veterans in this 
city to nearly double the active forces of the 
whole State, and under proper rules and man- 
agement they could be made available, econom- 
ical, and all that seems necessary, surely with 
but slight drill superior to any troops that could 
be recruited under the prepesed new plan. I 
hope that you may feel disposed to faver the 
plan suggested, and oecasionally give us the 
support of your Valuable paper. VETERAN,

NasHVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 1.—Great inter- 
est is felt in the county elections to be held to- 
morrow and Republican ana Democratic leaders 
are showing a degree of activity that has not 
been usual in such cases.

CHINESE CONTRACTORS DO BUSINESS 
WITH RAILROAD RECEIVERS. 
NEw-ORLEANS, Aug, 1.—Sam Hing and 
Ab Gang, Chinese merchants doing business in 
El Paso, Texas, yesterday filed in the United 
States Circuit Court a bill of complaint against 
the Fidelity Insurance, Trust, and Safe 
Deposit Company, the Texas and Pa 
cific Railway Company, and the New- 
Orleans and Pacific Railway Company 


and against John ©. Brown and Lionel A. Shel- 
don, Receivers of the above defendants, setting 
forth numerous allegations based op certain 
Chinese lahor contracts. Sam Hing ana Ah 
Gang had eontracted to furnish to the Texas 
and Pacific Railway such Chinese labor as it 
might need for track work and other purposes, 
at $135 per day, and it was agreed 
that 10 houra would constitute a day’s work. 
The number of men to be furnished was from 
100 to 300. Hing and Gang claimed to have car- 
ried out their portion of the contract and fur- 
nished the Receivers with all the Chinese labor- 
ers desired, and although they were obligzed to 
furnish bonds the Receivers failed to carry out 
the terms of the contract, and neglected and re- 
fused to pay them fer the perfermance ef their 
coutract. 3] 

The Receivers became obligated to the Chi- 
nese contractors for labor during the year 1885, 
$31,085 10; the year 1886, $40,092 30, and the 
year 1887, $47,831 15. The Receivers made 
partial payments of the amounts due, leaving a 
balance due of $17,761 25. The contractors 
never had an opportunity toexamine the payrolls 
until they were presented as a defense, when 
they discovered that the Receivers had taken 
unfair advautage of them. The pay rolis had a 
heading printed in English, a reeesipt in full of 
all demands, so worded that when any of the 
parties named in the rolls signed the 
same for the amount named in _ the 
pay rolls he was made to sign also 
an acquittance of all other demands, 
It was charge’ by the two contractors that they 
could not read or write English and therefore 
could not know what they were called upon to 
sian. It is prayed that the receipts and pre- 
tended acquittances eontained on and in 
each of all the pay rolls be decreed 
and adjudged false and untrue, and 
obtained from complainants by wrong 
practices and deceit, and that the same stand 
only as acquittance for the actual amount paid, 
and that the balance of the contract price is 
still due for the labor furnished. It is asked 
that Receiver Brown come toa true and exact 
account of all moneys so due under the vo. iact.

‘A SOHEME TO EVADE THE LAW. 

CuicaGco, Aug. 1.—A local paper says: 
“A sensation has been created among the 
Northwestern roads by the announcement that 
the St. Paul Read had given notice thatit would 
at once reduce its through rates between 
Chicago and 8t. Paul to the basis of 40 cents 
first class, the present rate being 60 cents. No 
change, however, will ke made in local rates, 
which will remain as at present based 
on the sixty-cent rate.

It is anticipated that the action of the 
St. Paul Road will be followed by the North- 
western and Rock Island, the only roads now 
holding to the sixty-cent basis. The reduetion 
amounta to just 30 per cent. on all business be- 
tween Chicago and St. Paul, Minzeapoiis and 
common points.” 


Sr. Pau, Minn., Aug. 1.—Relative to the 
dispatch sent out frem Chicago to-day that the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul Road was violating the 
long and short haul clause of the inter-State 
commerce law, General Freight Agent J. ©. 
Boyden of the Milwaukee and St. Paul said: 
“ Well, if we did, it will be in compliance with 
the law. That is all there is aboutit.” This is 
regarded as an intimation thas there is a scheme 
on foot to evade the law in some manner. 

Assistant General Manager of the Kansas 
City said: “ The Milwaukee is simply standing 
by us in doing through business on a forty-cent 
basis and local business on a sixty-cent basis. 
All the roads are doing this now except the 
Omaha and the Rock Island.”

NEW-YORK BEATS* WASHINGTON AND 
INDIANAPOLIS WHIPS DETROIT—RE- 

SULTS OF OTHER GAMES. 

New-York’s' Giants won another game 
from the Washington team yesterday, but by 
the narrowest margin possible—one run. The 
Senators played great ball, and made matters 
very unpleasant fora few minutes toward the 
latter part of the game.

The decision of the New-Jersey Court of 
Errors and Appeals sustaining the high 
license and local option law was evidently 
@ surprise to the liquor dealers of the State, 
“but it isin line with substantially all the 
adjudication of the country on the subject 
‘of the power of Legislatures to reguiate and 


restrict the liquor traffic. That power is 
practically unlimited as to the methods to 
‘be used in effecting regulation. The New- 
Jersey law was contested mainly on tech- 
‘nical points. It was claimed that the title 
did not express the true intent of the act, 
‘because it designated it as one to regulate, 
‘whereas it might also prohibit, but it was 
held that regulation might include the pro- 
-hibition of sales in small quantities, or at 
certain times, or to certain persons. Then 
it wus claimed that the power to prohibit 
could not be dclegated to the voters of a 
a town, but the court held 
that the prohibition was involved 
in the law itself if no _ licenses 
“were granted, and that the power to decide 
whether licenses should be granted could 
be delegated to local authorities or to the 
voters themselves. Again it was contended 
‘that this law was special legislation, inas- 
much asit might effect prohibition in one 
county while license prevailed in another, 
but this position was overthrown by the 
declaration that the law applies to all 
counties alike and delegates the same 
powers to all. That it might be exercised 
differently in one from what it was in an- 
other did not make this special legislation. 
The liquor dealers have been thrown into a 
state of consternation by the decision, but 
‘nothing is left to them but te obey the law 
‘or run the risk of incurring its penalties.

A well-deserved compliment has been 
paid to Major-Gen. TERRY, United States 
Army, retired, in taking his name for the 
camp of instruction for the National Guard 
of Connecticut at Niantic. According to 
precedent the camp would be named after 
the Adjutant-General of the State, and Gen.

Last Spring Deacon S. V. WHITE, member 
of Congress from Brooklyn, asserted that a 
reduction of the duty on steel rails from 
$17 to $11 a ton, as provided by the- Mills 
bill, ‘‘ would close every rail mill in the 
country.” For many weeks the price of 
the domestic rails has been about $30, and 
sales are said to have been made at lower 
figures. At this price a duty of $11 would 
be ample protection, for the price of rails 
in England is $19 and the freight charges 
are generally something. But a duty of 
$11 would not permit the ring to raxse the 
price here to $40, asit did last year under 
the shelter of the present duty of $17, and 
for this reason the reduction is opposed. 














The plans for two new harbor defense 
vessels attributed to the Navy Department 
are in some respects the most novel yet 
attempted in the way of naval construction. 
The charge of imitating European types 
cannot certainly be brought against these 
vessels, since nothing like them is known. 
It is true that the single-turreted monitor 
type, which is said to have been adopted, is 
familiar enough; but such a vessel, of only 
$8,500 tons, yet able to carry a 16-inch gun 
in its turret and a dynamite gun in its 
hold, and developing a speed of 18 knots, 
must indeed be an original craft. The 
double-turreted monitors, having adisplace- 
ment of 3,887 tons, or not far from the one 
proposed, carry two 10-inch guns in each 
turret, except the Puritan, which is of 
6,000 tons, and is said to be 
tended to carry 10-inch guns. The 
difference between that and a 16-inch 
gun is enormous. The plans for these ves- 
sels are now in course of completion at the 
Bureau of Construction, and much interest 
will be felt to ascertain their particulars. 
Probably they will soon be in a condition 
for the asking of proposals to construct 
the new vessels. 








HARRISONS IDEA OF TRADE. 

If the Republican members of the United 
States Senate dare not go so far as the plat- 
form of their party in the promotion of in- 
dustry and trade by taxation, the candi- 
date for the Presidency is ready to go quite 
beyond it. The platform declared distinctly 
against the reduction of existing duties and 
in favor of spending the surplus. The Sen- 
ators appear to have concluded that that is 
going too far, and they propose to have 
some of the duties reduced. Gen. HaRRI- 
SON, in aspeech delivered at Indianapolis 
on Tuesday to one of the numerous delega- 
tions which visit him nowadays, announced 
a doctrine in economics that is not exactly 
new, but has never, so far as we have ob- 
served, been so directly formulated before. 
His idea, concisely put, is that we must 
grow rich and prosperous by buying noth- 
ing from foreign nations and selling them 
much, paying steamships to carry our prod- 
ucts to them, and presumably forcing them 
to buy these products for hard cash. 

We cannot do justice to Gen. HARRISON’s 
great economic doctrine without quoting 
his words. He‘says: ‘‘Our party stands 
unequivocally, without evasion or qualifi- 
cation, forthe doctrine that the American 
market. shall be preserved for our American 
producers. We are not attracted by the 
suggestion that we should surrender to 
foreign producers the best market in the 
world. Our 60,000,000 people are the best 
buyers in the world, and they are such be- 
cause our working classes receive the best 
wages.” wet us pause and take in the full 
meaning of this. Now our working classes 
receive the best wages because labor ap- 
plied to our vast and varied natural 
resources will produce the largest results. 
But for the same reason they are able to 
produce more than enough to satisfy the 
wants of our people. They have a surplus 
to dispose of, and with it they might obtain 
products from other countries, articles for 
which they could find many uses for their 
gratification, which they do not produce 
themselves. But no, they must not buy 
from “abroad.” Our 60,000,000 are the 
best buyers in the world, but they must buy 
only their own products. They must limit 
themselves to passing around and exchang- 
ing among themselves the results of the 
work of American producers. Thereby, and 
thereby only, shall they grow rich and pros- 
perous. 

If Gen. HARRISON had stopped here he 
would have had a complete American pol- 
icy—America for Americans, and no traffic 
with abroad. We would buy and sell 
among ourselves and use up our own sur- 
plus and go without the products of 

“‘pauper labor.” But he did not stop here. 
Americans must not buy from abroad, but 
they must sell to “abroad.” Hear him: 
“But we do not mean to be content with 
our own market. We ‘should seek to pro- 
mote closer and more friendly commercial 
relations with the Central and South Amer- 
ican States. And what is essential to that 
end? Regular mails are the first condition 
of commerce. The merchant must know 
when his orders will be received and when 
his consignment will be returned, or there 
can be no. trade between distant 
communities. What we need, there- 
fore, is the establishment of Amer- 
ican steamship lines between our 
ports and the ports of Central and 
South America.” These are to be secured 
by paying the steamships a subsidy, and as 
we are to keep our markets to ourselves of 
course we would buy nothing in Central 
and South America. We would only sell. 
It is a settled principle in foreign trade 
that what is sold can only be paid for in 
the products of other countries. Money is 
only used in settling balances, and rarely 
passes from one country to another. It is 
especially notorious that Central and South 
American States have no surplus of cash, 
and where are they to get it if they cannot 
dispose of their own products beyond their 
own borders? How they are to be com- 
pelled to purchase from us is’ a detail to 
which Gen. HarRIsON has given no atten- 
tion, but perhaps they could be subsidized 
or furnished with the cash by taxation of 
ourown people. * 

There has been nothing more delightful 


. 


in- | 
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than Gen. Harrison’s doétrine of a home: 
market and foreign trade by subsidy since 
Gen. Hancock declared the tariff question 
to be a mere local issue. For absurdity it 
even excels that. Mr. Morton, when he 
was received by his fellow-citizens of 
Rhinebeck after the Chicago Convention, 
said that the candidate for President had 
been advised to make no speeches and write 
no letters. The advice was most prudent, 
but it has not been heeded. If Gen. Har- 
RISON is not to make himself ridiculous be- 
fore the whole country the National Com- 
mittee will have to find some way of keep- 
ing his mouth shut. On the subject of the 
tariff and foreign trade he shows an igno- 
rance and a crudity of thought that would 
disgrace a boy in the Indianapolis high 
school. Matr Quay should repeat to him 
the advice he gave to Gen. BEAVER when 
he was a candidate for Governor of Penn- 
sylvania: “‘ Dor’t Talk.” 
THEN AND NOW. 

We recently quoted extracts from the 
speeches of Mr. MORRILL and Mr. STEVENS 
in 1862 and a speech made by Mr. MoRRILL 
in 1870, showing how the tariff duties were 
raised during the war to offset the extraor- 
dinary internal taxes then imposed upon 
home manufacturers, and pointed out that 
the additional compensatory duties were 
retained after the corresponding internal 
taxes had been abolished. 

Mr. MoRRILL said in 1870 that “50 per 
cent. in many instances” had been ‘‘added to 
the tariff [during the war] to enable our 
home trade to bear thé new but indispensa- 
ble burdens of internal taxation,” and urged 
that the “‘percentage-of duties imposed to 
cover internal taxation” should not be re- 
tained after the internal taxes had been re- 
pealed. To this testimony should be ‘‘ added 
that of Mr. JoHN SHERMAN, who said in 
1872, in the Senate: 


“It must be remembered that the present 
duties, [in 1872 the average ad valorem rate 
was only 41.35 per cent., while now it is 47.10,] 
taken together, are far in excess of what.they 
were before the war, and that they have been 


three times largely increased since the passage - 


of the Morrill Tariff act of 1861. If the present 
rates of duty were high enough during and 
since the war, when home industry was bur- 
dened with heavy internal taxes—with stamp 
duties, income taxes, and high rates en raw 
materiale—then surely they are now too high, 
when all these taxes are removed. I have listened 
with patience, day by day, tothe statements of 
gentlemen who are interested in our domestic 
productions. Iam a firm believer in the general 
idea of protecting their industries, but I assure 
them, as I assure their representatives here, 
that if the present high rates of duties, unex- 
ampled in our country, and higher by nearly 50 
per cent. than they were in 1861, are main- 
tained on metallic and textile fabrics after 
we have repealed the very internal taxes 
which gave rise to them, and after we 
have substantially given them their raw 
materials free of duties, we shall have a 
feeling of dissatisfaction among other interests 
in the country that will overthrow the whole 
system, and do greater harm than can possibly 
be dene by a moderate reduction of the present 
rates of duty.” 


These were the words of Senator SHER- 
MAN in 1872, when the average rate was 
lower than it isnow. And yet, when any 
one expresses the same opinions in these 
days he is denounced by the Senator and 
his party associates as a free trader and a 
miserable creature who longs to destroy the 
industries of his country. It may even be 
suggested that he has been hired by “ Brit- 
ish gold” to sap the foundations of his Na- 
tion’s prosperity. 





THE IRISH DEBATE. 

It isevident that the Irish question is 
putting a great strain upon the manners of 
Parliament. The ‘‘tone”’ of the House of 
Commons isin great danger when an hon- 
orable member remarks of the statement of 
an honorable member that itis ‘‘not true,” 
when an honorable member accuses an hon- 
orable member of breaking his oath as 
Queen’s Minister, and when an honorable 
member describes an honorable member as 
“ Judas Chamberlain.” These amenities 
were scarcely interrupted by the Speaker, 
and, though he did once resort-to the dark 
and terrible threat of naming names, he did 
not execute thethreat. The incidents show, 
at least. that the temper of the members is 
wrought toavery-high pitch, and this is 
not at all wonderful. There is every rea- 
son to believe—in fact, it is perfectly clear 
—that the Government is oppressing one of 
the leaders of the Opposition by organizing 
a prejudiced and partial commission and by 
giving this commission an _ unrestricted 
range so that it may act the noble part of 
some investigating committees we have 
known nearer home and use its power to 
send for persons and papers for the purpose 
of constructing an effective campaign docu- 
ment. The British case is much worse than 
any that this country has furnished, for 
the simple reason that everybody knows, 
when a Congressional or legislative com- 
mittee of investigation is named, what 
kind of a report it will make. There is an 
interest in the testimony, but none in the 
conclusiens the committee will draw from 
it. But this Parnell commission is con- 
structed with the view of making it, as 
much as possible, a partisan committee 
while pretending to make it a judicial body 
and trying to make its findings carry the 
weight with the public of the decisions of 
a really impartial court. 

This of itself would explain a high degree 
of irritation on the part of the Irish mem- 
bers and their English sympathizers. What 
seems to have been too much for their self- 
control was the belief that a main motive 
of the investigation was not merely potit- 
ical, but private, and that it was intended 
to back up the charges of the London 
Times for the benefit of that journal. Mr. 
SMITH, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, de- 
nied this, but he admitted that he had had 
an interview with Mr. WALTER, the cwner 
of the Times, on the day when the bill pro- 
viding a tribunal to investigate the charges 
against Mr. PARNELL had been prepared. 
It was evidently very indiscreet of Mr. 
Sm1TH to hold an interview of such a kind 
at such a time, and his denial that the in- 
terview and the bill had any relation to 
each other, except that of time, was re- 
ceived with hoots of incredulity, which, it 
appears, are not unparliamentary, as an 
articulate expression of dishelief would be. 

Mr. PARNELL’s truculent assault upon Mr. 
CHAMBERLAIN was but the beginning of a 
series of like attacks which the member 
fer Birmingham must exvect to encounter 





from English Liberals as well as from Irish 
members, They regard him, with some show 
of justice, asa mercenary and a renegade. 
He was an extreme Radical upon Irish as 
well as upon English questions, until it be- 
eame plain that there was a considerable 
section of the Liberal Party which Mr. 
GLADSTONE could not carry with him for 
home rule. Thereupon Mr. CHAMBERLAIN 
imagined that he could grasp at once the 
leadership of the Liberal Party, which 
would in the course of nature have 
come to him within a very few years, 
and appeared as a4 Liberal Union- 
ist. It became necessary for him in 
this character to break the Irish connec- 
tions of which Mr. PARNELL has given the 
House an account, and of course to become 
an object of detestation to all the Irish 
members and to all the Gladstonians. He 
took the occasion of what seemed to him 
the political suicide of his chief to commit 
political suicide on his own account; for 
nothing in the future of politics can be 
more certain than that he will never attain 
the leadership of the Liberal Party.

A PLAIN CASE. 

Any resolution introduced into the Board 
of Aldermen is naturally regarded as a 
“strike,” that is to say, an attempt to ex- 
tract money from somebody. This is not 
always just. An Alderman may be as much 
alive as a statesman who follows the higher 
walks of legislation to the desirableness of 
* political capital. There is no reason to 
doubt that the object of the Aldermen in 
adopting the ordinance requiring the 
Twenty-third-street road to provide con- 
ductors for its cars was simply to concil- 
iate public opinion, which has been so 
strongly and unanimously expressed in 
favor of such a measure. The Twenty- 
third-street road will be unwise if it con- 
tests this action, as it threatens todo. Its 
position is much the same as that of the 
boycotting workmen who induced Gov. 
HILL to commend their wishes to the at- 
tention of the Legislature. They found it 
necessary to their business to hound any 
man who had incurred their dislike out of 
employment, and desired a change of the 
criminal law that would permit them to do 
so. The railroad company finds that it can 
make more money if it subjects its passen- 
gers to inconvenience continually and kills 
somebody occasionally than if it protects 
passengers and public by employing con- 
ductors. If it maintains this attitude the 
question will be whether it is not possible 
to secure the forfeiture of a charter which 
is employed with so imppdent a disregard 
of the rights and interests of the public. 
If it yields at once, now that its failure to 
provide conductors has resulted in homi- 
cide, there will be no occasion for raising 
that question. Even if the power of the 
Aldermen were as complete over all the 
surface roads as it seems to be over the 
Twenty-third-street, it would not be judi- 
cious to make the prohibition of bobtail 
cars general, as was proposed in the board. 
In a district where traffic is light a con- 
ductor may be safely dispensed with, and 
it might be a real hardship to require that 
a conductor shall be provided, As the 
traffic increases it is both easier to pay con- 
ductors and more dangerous to run cars 
without them.: There are lines in the city 
where bobtail cars are public conven- 
iences, and others where it is doubtful 
whether or not they ought to de discon- 
tinued. “But in regard to the Twenty- 
third-street line there is no doubt what- 
ever. 











A TYPICAL BRITISH ARTIST. 

The death at the age of 44 of Mr. FRanK 
HO.t, the English painter, leaves as great 
a@ gap as that of Crcin LAWSON some 
years ago. The British landscape school 
felt the blow of Lawson’s death, but 
FRANK HOLL was known best for his 
portraits, some critics maintaining his 
title to the first place in that line of art. 
His reputation was made with the paintings 
of English life, generally scenes tinged with 
melancholy, for he shared the predilection 
of the British poets for sad themes. The 
recognition by the Queen of a simple, well- 
composed interior view called ‘‘ The Lord 
Gave and the Lord Hath Taken Away” 
gave the young artist that patent 
of nobility which causes loyal Britons to 
pay pounds instead of shillings with small 
regard to the question of artistic merit. 
The Queen ordered a picture of him and he 
won a traveling Fellowship. Subsequent 
pictures, as their names testify, appealed to 
the lightly-won sympathies of the public; 
such are “The Village Funeral,” ‘‘ Desert- 
ed,” “Want: Her Poverty but Not Her 
Will Consents,” and “ Newgate: Commit- 
ted for Trial.” Many of these are well com- 
posed, most of them are simple scenes of 
low and middle class life, and all, when 
given in black and white, are somewhat 
touching. But in the management of oils 
Mr. Hott was not any happier than other 
British artists who have risen to high fa- 
vor in their own country without gaining 
the suffrages of connoisseurs in other lands. 
He told charming stories, but he was not a 
great master of the medium which the 
fashion of his day compelled an artist to 
work with under penalty of laboring with- 
out hire. His talents were better suited to 
water colors, which had sunk to a subordi- 
nate position in England at the time he be- 
gan his career. ; 

Of late years it was as a portrait painter 
that Mr. Horii kept before the public. 
Those who scoff at Messrs. WHISTLER and 
SARGENT as clever but shallow painters 
approved of FRANK HOLt and found in his 
carefully-wrought figures, well posed, well 
drawn, and even good in color as a general 
thing, the elements that seemed needful to 
uphold British art against the inroads of 
Belgians like ArMA TADEMA, Frenchmen 
like LeGrRos, and Americans like the Im- 
pressionists before mentioned. Mr. Hoi. 
painted almost as many distinguished per- 
sons as Mr. GrorGEe F. Warts, and his 
work was, if never so interesting, more 
evenly successful than the latter’s. Hissit- 
ters were more political than literary and ar- 
tistic. 
of his latest likeness of a great man, that of 
Mr. GLaDsTONE, painted for presentation 
to Mrs. GLADSTONE at the recent festival 
at Hawarden in honor of her golden wed-

stant improvement of FRANK HOoLu in a 
technical way and his comparative youth, 
it is evident that British art has sustained 
aserious loss. His limitations were those 
common to the artists of his country during 
his formative years, but he showed that he 
was capable of freeing himself slowly from 
the drawbacks of a defective early teach- 
ing. What endeared him to the English 
and what made him interesting was the 
fact that in his set pictures he tried to the 
best of his ability to reproduce the life of 
English people instead of yielding to the 
temptation to produce more salable, but 
less true, pictures of foreign scenes.

SOUTHERN UNIVERSITIES TO UNITE. 
From the Chattanooga (Tenn. ) Times. 

To philanthropists and educators of this 
country, and particularly to those of the South- 
ern territory who are apprised of the unanimous 
consent of the Athens and Chattanooga Univer- 
sities to join issues inthe grand Southern white 
educational interests of the South, the move- 
ment will be hailed With joy and greeted as the 
one stepping stone to territorial and national 
greatness along the line of the education of the 


masses of our white citizens. G»ant Memorial 
and Chattanooga Universities will be united 
under the name of Grant University, and will 
be under the direction of one Board of Directors 
and one Chancellor. The Trustees will be elect- 
ed by Holston Conference, giving four Trustees 
in the first election to the Freedman’s Aid 
Society, eight to Holston Conference, and the 
balance of the 19 to be distributea among 
contributing Conferences adjacent to Holston 
Conference. The subseauent elections will be 
made by Holston Conference without regard to 
the location of the members. At the univer- 
sity at Athens will be established a full prepara- 
tory and academic department, a school of 
technology, an agricultural school, and a school 
of theology. The Chattanooga University will 
have the preparatory and academic depart- 
ments, a full college of arts, a law department, 
and a medical department. The two latter will 
be of the highest order and calculated to fill a 
much-needed branch in Southern college educa- 
tion. The new order of things will take effect 
at the beginning of the Fall term next year. 
The Freedman’s Aid and Southern Edueational 
Society will assist the new institution to the 
fullest extent possible, leaving the control of 
the institution in the Holston Conference, like 
all white institutions of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, which give control of schools to the 
Conference in which they are. The new uni- 
versity is calculated to be the centrai focus 
around which ali the white educational work of 
the South will vibrate, and in its jurisdiction 
will be embraced not less than 12o0f the lead- 
ing seminaries of the South. 





THE CALIFORNIA GRAPE OROP. 
From the San Francisco Bulletin, July 24. 
The largest grape crop ever known in 

California is now maturing. The first of the 
ereop appeared in the market some days ago. 
Grape growers complained last year of low 
prices, and in some districts they are anticipat- 
ing the same depression of prices this year. The 
winemakers being few in number can generally 
seoure concert of action. They have little 
trouble in agreeing upen a scale of prices, and 
the larger the erop the stronger the tendenoy is 


to depress prices. The producers are distrib- 
uted all over the State. They cannot so readily 
obtain a complete union. The vineyarés repre- 
sent aimost every Knewn variety and quality of 
grapes, Some are of established reputation ror 
wine and some for table use. Some are favorite 
varieties for shipping and some are not. It was 
found years ago that the preduction of grapes 
was far ahead of the local markets. Sinve that 
fact was ascertained the production has more 
than doubled. it will continue doubling 
as often as about once in seven 
years, perhaps a little oftener. This 
geometrical progression will in a few 
years tellits own story. What concerns the 
grape growers is the immediate condition of the 
market. There is for most producers a very fair 
profit in grapes at loent a pound. When the 
price drops mueh lower they complain that busi- 
ness is not encouraging. A few years ago grape 
growers were much in favor of trying every 
known variety. Itresulted thatin many vine- 
yards of moderate extent there were many 
varieties not available for marketing. There 
were not enough of some approved variety to 
attract the attention of winemakers or ship- 
pers, and there were at the same time more than 
enough to supply the local markets. That error 
has been corrected of late. There has been an 
elimination of such varieties as did not pay the 
producer and the almest exclusive cultivation in 
the newer vineyards of three or four kinds 
which it was supposed would bein the greatest» 
demand.

MINNESOTA POLITIOS. 


THE DEMOCRATIC SEA TROUBLED BY 
LETTER WRITERS. 

Sr. Pavr, Minn., Aug. 1.—Friends of Al- 
bert Scheffer, of W. R. Merriam, ef A. R. Me 
Gill, of A. A. Ames, of Michael Doran, ef Eugene 
Wilson, and of Congressman Edmund Rice who 
have read the letter signed by Albert Scheffersay: 
“That helps our man.” But there is one crowd 
that the letter struck harder than anything that 
has been thrown at them fora long time, and 
that is the City Hall gang of Ramsey County, 
which nominated Mr. Scheffer as its candidate 
for Governor one day last week. It would not 
be cerrect tosay the “gang” wasstunied by Mr. 
Scheffer’s declaration that he was a Republican 


and wanted the Republican nomination, for that 
“gang” has been in the business teo long to 
allow it to affect it too seriously. Democrats 
etudied Mr. Scheffer’s letter more prayerfully 
than Republicans. National Committeeman 
Michael Doran went up to headquarters where 
Secretary Rovert Miller was, and the two re- 
oiced together. They regarded it as a direct 

ackset to the crowd that had given Wr. Doran 
such aslap last week. 

Many Democrats believe that with Mr. 8chef- 
fer in his present position Dr. Ames’s chances 
of getting the nomination are better. Some 
strength that would have gone to Scheffer, had 
he not declared himself as he did, will now go to 
Ames, simply to spite Doran. When the conven- 
tion comes it will be the same fight as at the last 
one. Then the issue was the Chairmanship of 
the delegation to St. Louis; now it will be the 
Gubernational nomination. The machine claims 
that Doran’s strength has largely inereased since 
then, and Secretary Miller said that if Dr. Ames 
insisted on the Governorship or nothing, it 
would be nothing. 

Eugene Wilson is Doran's candidate for Gov- 
ernor against all eomers. Ries is his slate for 
Congress, and he will hear nothing ef sub- 
stituting Ames for either, but the Ramsey Dem- 
ocrats are perfectly willing to make issue with 
the Lesueur chieftain on this point. Seme of 
them, including Mr. Murray and Mayor Smith, 
are more defiantly eutspoken against Mr. Doran 
than they have ever been before. The war that 
was begun last week will be fought right along, 
and if they cannot consistently support Scheffer 
shey are glad of the chance to pick up the glove 
Mr. Doran throws down when he gives out the 
word that Ames shall not be aominated for Guv- 
ernor. The idea was so strongly hammered into 
some of the heads of the Democrats that Ed- 
ward Rice was to be the candidate for Governor 
that they will not give it up. They insist that 
he is the man to head the ticket. This is not ac- 
cording to programme, and it adds to the gen- 
eral fight which is in progress. 

The political situation in this State was 
further complicated to-night by the publication 
of a letter from Congressman Rice, in which he 
says: “I have had all the public positions I 
desire tohave. My health here is better than in 
Minnesota in Winter, but if I am to be nomi- 
nated again for office by the Demoeracy of Min- 
nesota [ leave it to them to put me where it 
‘will do the most good.’ I do not and will not 
antagonize E. M. Wilson or any other Democrat 
for nomination, but a sense of duty forces me to 
say that if the Democracy in either convention 
say I must to the work [I shall obey orders if 
I shall break owners. It is now believed thas 
Congress will not adjourn befere the 10th of 
September, and perhaps later. It is most 
probable that the Senate will discuss the tariff 
question for six weeks when they get at it, 
though the intense heat may force an earler ail- 
journment. Idonotsee how I can, if nomi- 
nated, make such a canvass.”

PROPOSITION THAT MEDICAL MEN WEAR 
SOME MARE OF DISTINCTION. 

An oliye-colored button adorned the 
lapel of Dr. James E. Briggs’s coat as he 
started out yesterday from his office, 111 West 
Thirty-third-street, to visit patients. He has 
worn the button for three months to the won- 
derment of many of his patients, who could not 
imagine whether he wasa Knight of Labor or 
belonged to some secret political organization. 

The olive Dutten simply signified that he was 
@ physician. Hoisabelieverin docters wear- 


ing some distinctive style of dress or insignia. 
Some time ago the Philadelphia Medical World 
started a discussion upon the advisability of a 
doctors’ uniform. A physician at Lynn, Maas., 
has received 1,000 letters from doctors in favor 
of the idea. It has not been much agitated in 
this city, though the question will probably 
come up in some of the medical societies this 
Fall. : 

Dr. Briggs said last night that often there 
were accidents on boats ard trains and even in 
the street when a few moments’ time meant a 
great deal tothe patient. A doctor might be 
near and the olive button or hatband would 
designate him and he could be called to 
the-injured man at once. In a country town, the 
doctor said, a physician 20 miles away was sent 
for when there was auother boarding for a part 
of the Summer nota quarter of a mile away, 
though no one knew he was a physician. On ex- 
eursion and passenger boats the cry was often 
heard, ‘“‘Is there a doctor on board?” A mark of 
designation would be noticed and the physician 
or surgeon found quickly. Clergymen were dis- 
tinguished by their dress, why should not the 
physicians be ? 

The dectors who have discussed the matter in 
the Medical World tavor olive as the color to fit- 
tingly represent medical lore. A hatband or 
button or clothing of that color could be easily 
worn and readily dietinguished. Dr. Briggs 
does not know of another physician in the city 
who wears the olive button, but believes soon 
they will be almost as abundant as campaign 
buttons, 





FLEECED BY HIS FRIEND. 

LOcKPORT StTaTION, N. Y., Aug. 1.—Two 
young men named Charles B. Reed and Roder- 
ick C. Ducase, hailing from Charlestown, West 
Va., arrived last week at Niagara Falls and put 
up at the Niagara House.As money seemed 
extremely easy with Reed, the young men saw 
the sights «at his expense.

©LOSE OF DETROIT’S HEARING BEFORE 
THE INTER-STATE COMMERCE COM- 
MISSION—RAILROAD NEWS. 

CxuicaGco, Aug. 1.—President Henry B. 
Ledyard of the Michigan Central testified be- 
fore the Inter-State Commissioners when they 
resumed the hearing of the Detroit case to-day 
stthe Palmer House. Heconsidered the present 
Detroit rates just and reasonable and estab- 
lishea with due consideration to the in- 
terests of other shipping ‘points. If the 
rates from Detroit were changed the change 
would affect a very large territory, bounded by 
e line extending from Erie, Penn., south to the 
Ohio River, from there to its junction with the 
Mississippi, and from the mouth of the Ohio to 
& point met by a line drawn West from Milwau- 
kee and from Milwaukee around the lakes to 
Port Huron. A reduction of the Detroit rate 
would involve a reduction all around. 

Mr. Raymond, counsel for complainants, in 
his argument upon the facts in the case, said 
that the Detroit case differed from the Omaha, 
Danville, and Boston Chamber of Commerce 
cases. ln those cases @ number of points would 
have been discriminated against by the changes 

roposed, but im the Detroit case the commission 

8 not asked to change the rates southwest on 
the Wabash line. The only change asked is 
from Detroit east, and if the rate is aajusted the 
preducers of grain will be given a new com- 
petitive market. The trouble is that more Chi- 
cago jobbers pay 6 cents iess per 100 pounds for 
the transportation of first-class goods on the 
roads east of Detroit than do the Detroit 
obbers, and this difference reaches $20 per ear.

He claimed that the Detroit 
yate was made through the influence of rail- 
roads not represented in the case, refer- 
ring to the Southern Vanderbilt roads. 
He claimed that the case should 
be determined on the mileage basis and on 
the character of Detroit as a distributing point 
which entitled it to coneessions. Under the 
present tarifi Chicago merchants bad been able 
to take away from Detroit the business of three- 
fourths of the State of Michigan and of a vast 
territory which had previously been tributary 
to Detroit. 

Then the case was submitted. It is not be- 
lieved here that the commission will disturb the 
rate. The first real point in the easeis whether 
the commission has the power to compel a rail- 
road to deliver goods to a consignee in Detroit 
at the same rate as it delivers the same class of 
goods to a line connecting with points further 
‘West, plus a small percentage for terminals.

THE TERMS MADE PUBLIC. 
NORTHERN PACIFICO GAINS ITS FOOT- 
HOLD IN MANITOBA. 

WINNIPEG, Manitoba,Aug. 1.—The terms of 
agreement between the Northern Pacificand the 
Manitoba Government were made publie to-day. 
The agreement covers much the same grounds 
as published during the progress of negotiations 
in Winnipeg a couple of weeks ago. The main 
features of the agreement are that the Northera 


Ppacitio agrees to build the extension to Portage 


and next year to continue the line to Brandon. 
No arrangements are made as to branch exter- 
sions, the Government taking the ground that 
in securing railway competition to Brandon they 


had redeemed all their pledges. It is well un- 
derstood that the Nerthern Pacific will conceive 
it to be to their interest to construet branch 
lines in the province through districts which 
are most likely to pay. The Government bas 
scored a victory in regard to rates guaranteed, 
which was a bone of contention over which ne- 
gotiations were several times endangered. The 
agreement, as: signed by the Government and 
railway company, provides for the maintenance 
of maximum rates from the province to Duluth 
of wheat and certain other classes of freight. 

This rate, it is understood, is considerably 
lower than that of the Canadian Pacifie from 
Winnipeg to Port Arthur. The agreement also 
Btipulates that the Northern Pacific shall not 
enter into any pooling arrangements with the 
Cunadian Pacific Road. It is stipulated that, 
instead of $5,000 a mile guarantee, the Govern- 
ment is to guarantee $6,000 at 5 per cent. for 
25 instead of 20 years, the latter being the 
period stipulated in the act. The Government 
willonly have to pay interest in the event of 
the road not paying more than running ex- 
penses. All over that goes to pay interest. The 
agreement is only a provisional one. It is stip- 
ulated that the Government will submit legisla- 
tion confirming the provisions of the agreement 
at the earliest possible date. The Manitoba 
Legislature is to be called fer Aug. 28 to confirm 
the agreement and pass necessary legisiation. 

A modus vivendi has been provided under 
which the work will be commenced and eon- 
tinued inthe name of the Manitoba Govern- 
ment, but really by the Northern Pacific. The 
Manitoba Government is to call for tenders for 
the building of the Portage link at once. Ken- 
dricks, Chief Engineer of the Northern Pacific, 
and his staff will leave for Winnipeg almost 
immediately to commence operations. A com- 
petitive route to Eastern Canada will be secured 
via the Wisconsin Central and Grand Trunk.

WHAT DUBUQUE JOBBERS ADVISE. 

Dusugur, Iowa, Aug. 1.—Dubuque job- 
bers have taken the position that the Iowa 
Railroad Commissioners’ tariff is in force 
against all companies doing business in the 
State, and the Commissioners may enforce it 
except against the Chicago, Burlington, and 
Quincy, the Chicago and Northwestern, and the 
Chicago, Milwaukee St. Paul, to which Judge 
Brewer granted a temporary injunction re- 
straining the Commissioners from enforcing 
law against them, and except the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific, to which Judge Fairall 
‘granted a temporary injunction. The effect of 
Judge .Brewer’s action is to prevent the Com- 
missioners from enforcing the law against the 
companies to whom he granted the injunction, 
but the Dubuque jobbers hold that nobedy else 
is thereby enjoined from bringing suit, and the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul is none the 
less liable for damages for maintaining its 
present tariff out of Dubuque, while the com- 
missien or any citizen may sue the Illinois 
Central or the Chieago, St. Paul and Kansas 
City for violation of the law, for which they are 
liable to heavy penalties. 

Dubuque jobbers have therefore advised their 
customers to pay their freight bills under pro- 
test at present, and in some instances, where 
necessary to effect sales, have a guarantee that 
the bills will not exceed the Commissioners’ 
schedule. Itis expected that, should Justice 
Miller of the United States Supreme Court de- 
eide against them at Des Moines Aug. 6, the 
railway companies will surrender. Otherwise 
their application to Judge Brewer for a perma- 
neat injunction will be heard at Leavenworth 
Sept. 26. In their application for temporary in- 
een the plaintifis set forth that the Legis- 

ature’s power to make rates could not be dele- 
gated to a commission and that the comuris- 
sion’s rates were unreasonable. 

Judge Brewer refused to consider the ques- 
tion of the Legislature’s right to delegate its 
authority, but held that rates must be reason- 
able. When the case comes up for trial on its 
merits it will be incumbent on the plaintiffs to 
prove that the rates are unreasonable, and if 
they fail to prove this they will lose their case. 
As none ef the railroad men who recently testi- 
fied before the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion could specifically define a reasonable rate 
if would seem that the plaintiffs have a difficult 
joben their hands, especially if the facts be 
against them and the Commissioners’ rates be 
reasonable. 


MORE CUTTING OF RATES. 

St. Paut, Minn., Aug. 1.—The freight 
rate situation has been suspiciously quiet for 
the last week or so. Everybody claimed to be 
waiting for the result of the meetings and legal 
proceedings in Iowa, but it now seems evident 
that the surface tranquillity has been taken ad- 
vantage of to cut rates to certain points and on 
certain classes of freights. On Friday last the 
Bock Island reduced the rate on flour and mill- 
stuffs to Kansas City 249 cents, making the tariff 
the same as from Chicago to this point, and the 
reason given was that the other Jines had been 
making this figure for some littie time. Coal 
rates do not seem to be very well settled and 
there is talk of a change, some thinking the 
rate will go up and others that it will 
sink lower than the figure reached in 
the last cut. Now comes the news that the Bur- 
—- has monopolized the Eastern cooperage 

de by slashing the rate from Chicago, which 

has deen 13 cents. Something of this kind has 

been suspected for several weeks, owing to the 

significant fact that the Burlingtom was bring- 

i the cooperage Chicago, while the 
und.

THE EMIGRANT RATE QUESTION. 

It was reported on the street yesterday 
that the Executive Committee of the Trunk 
Line Passenger Association had met at the office 
of Commissioner Pierson and adjourned with- 
out accomplishing anything, after a very inhar- 
monious meeting. 8. F. Pierson, however, said 
that no meeting had as yet been held and prob- 
ably would not be for some time, “for,” said 
he, “itis very hara to get the Vice-Presidents 
and Traffie Managers together atthis time of 
year. Itis honed, however, that the existing 


difficulties will be amicably settlea shortly.” It 
is understood that the Lackawanna people were 
asked yesterday to state to the assoviation what 
eoncessions they wished, and the reply was that 
they were not making any propositions what- 
ever. 

E. P. Beach, General Eastern Agent of the 
Grand Trunk, has just returned from Chicago, 
and when called upon yesterday by a TIMES re- 
sand spoke guardedly. ‘In the event of a re- 

uction in emigrant rates by the associated 
trunk lines,” said he, ‘Iam not prepared to 
say just what our position would be, but our 
people are not fools, and unless they preferred 
to drop out of-the business altogether they 
would of course reduce their rates. We do not 
believe in any effort whatever tocut rates, nordo 
I think our people would declare themselves in 
favor of the Lackawanna’s action simply be- 
cause that road has given us, business in the 
past; but, of course, if we should find it advan- 
tageous to lower ourrates, we would necessarily 
pro-rate with the Lackawanna and Ontario 
Roads. I think this question is of no significance 
now, hewever, as rates to Chicago have. not 
been reduced, and I have no idea that they will 
be, as nothing could be gained to the associated 
lines by cutting them.” 

Commissioner Abbott, of the Western States 
Passenger Association, has issued his ultima- 
tum te the effect that emigrant fares on the 
lines included in his association shall remain as 
at present, one important reason for this being 
that, in the event of an emigrant reduction, sec- 
ond-ciass fares would have to be reduced also, 
as beth are now the same and those roads do 
not furnish and are not prepared to furnish, any 
but second-class cars for both classes of pas- 
sengers. For this reason those lines that had 
signified a willingness to pro-rate with the asso- 
ciated trunk lines on a sweeping reduction in 
emigrant fares to Northwestern points have 
had to withdrnw their offers. 


FAULT OF THE WEATHER. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Aug. 1.—Representa- 
tives of the passenger departments of railroads 
centring in Cincinnati had a conference to-day 
with a Chamber of Commerce committee with 
reference to rates to the Centennial Exposition. 
The exposition opened in July, and is 
to run 100 = days. Thus far the at- 
tendance has not been what was expect- 
ed; it has not been large enough, in fact, 


to pay daily expenses, and the Commissioners 
are placing tke blame on the railroads. The 
Chamber of Commerce took up the Commis- 
sioners’ fight and hence the conference of 
to-day. There was a sbarp discussion ouer the 
matter, which resulted in nothing, for, 
after adjournment, the railway association 
voted to continue for a time at least the 
present rates. These are regular tariff, ordi- 
narily, with one excursion over each road each 
week, when the rate s one*half fare for short 
distances and 1 cent a mile for long distances, 
tickets good for three days. The railroads 
claim that this is the best they can do without 
demoralizing rates to other points, 

The serious argument in favor of reduction 
which they have to meet is that they are run- 
ning excursions to various Sammer resorts at 
lower rates than are’ given for the same dis- 
tancesto Cincinnati. But, granting that the 
railroads are not treating the exposi- 
tion fairly, it is still .@ matter of 
some doubt whether this fact alone accounts 
for the small attendance thus far. The weather 
is ex ively warm, and has been so ever since 
the expositien opened. Gen. Goshorn stated 
that they had the same experience in connection 
with the Philadelphia Exposition, of which 
he was the Director. The attendance dur- 
ing the hot weather was small, and they 
had until September failed to pay run- 
ning expenses. Gen. Goshorn and some 
others experienced in such affairs were called 
into consultation in regard to the best time to 
open the Cincinnati Exposition. They advised 
against an opening before the 1st of Septerber. 
The board, however, fearing thatit would be 
impossible to get the exposition into complete 
order for at least @ month after the date of 
opening, no matter when that might be, fixed 
the Fourth of July as the opening day.

TRYING FOR THE TEA TRAFFIC. 
CuicaGo, Aug. 1.—The Northern Pacific is 

making an effort to secure ashbare of the tea 

traffic from the Pacific to the Atlantic coast, 

which of tate has been monopolized to a great 

extent by the Canadian Pacific. Yesterday the 


firet shipment of 16 carloads arrivea at Chi- 
cago on its way to New-York. The tea was 
received at Portland, Oregon, by the Northern Pa- 
eific, transferred to the Burlington and Nortb- 
ern at St. Pauli, and on its arrival here was taken 
eastward over the Chicago and Atlantic, which 
connects with the Erie for New-York. The ob- 
ject is te overcome the Canadian Pacific record 
in the time of transportation from ocean to 
ocean. The train made remarkably fast time 
over the initial lines of the route, and 
is scheduled to run at the rate of 
about 40 miles an hour from Chicago to New- 
York. Much interest attaches to t.is competi- 
tion, as the result is destined to have an im- 
portant bearing on transcontinental tratiic. If 
itis shown that better and quicker service is 
given by the new route than by that of the 
Canadian Pacific there is no doubt that much of 
the business now held by the foreigr line will 
be captured by the Northern Pacific and 
shipped eastward via Chicago.

This ae- 
cision provides that rates on oil shall be determined 
by weight instead of by the barrel or tank, the com- 
mission finding that the latter system has led to 
discrimination in favor of those corporations fur- 
es their own tanks for the transportation 
of oil. 

The committee adovted a resolution providing 
that shipments of refined oi] and the products of pe- 
troleum should be charged for actua! weight, and 
when the actual weight was not given to reckon on 
the basis of six and one-half pounds to the gallon.

PENNSYLVANIA DEMOCRATS PREPARED 
FOR HARD WORK. 
PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 1.—The Democratic 
State Executive Committee held a long meeting 
at 727 Walnut-stteet to-day. Those present 
were Chairman Elliott P. Kisner, ex-Congress- 
man William Mutchler, ex-Senator Eckley 8B. 
Coxe, and Capt. William McClelland, and Will- 
iam E. Wallace, holding a proxy fur William A. 
Wallace. J. Brewster McCallum, the Demo- 
cratic candidate for the Supreme Court Bench, 
attended the meeting, accompanied by 
ex-Congressman George A. Post. The Executive 
Committee, decided upon Tuesday, Aug. 28, as 
the date for the meeting of the Democratie 
State Committees at Harrisburg, when 4 candi- 
date for Auditor-General will be nominated. 


The committee then examined in detail all-the 
work that had been done by the State Committee. 
This examination occupied nearly three hours. 
It was the unanimous opinion of the committee 
that the canvass was further advanced than 
they had expected, and than is usually the case 
90 days before election.

REPUBLICANS OF FLORIDA 


THEY HOLD A HARMONIOUS 


CONVENTION. 

STATE OFFICERS NOMINATED—A PLAT- 
FORM ADOPTED AND THE DEMOC- 
RACY ARRAIGNED. 

OcALA, Fla., Aug. 1.—Yesterday’s Repub- 
lican Convention was a model one in its way, 
and even its opponents acknowledged it. There 
were over 3,000 persons in the town, and the 
new opera ball was hardly half large enough to 
accommodate all who desired to witness the 
proceedings. Theauditorium was handsomely 
decorated, the Stara and Stripes being visible at 
all points, When the delegates gathered for the 
informal discussion it was seen that the pre- 
vailing feeling was in favor of plaeing a full 
party ticket in the field. Before the convention 
several of the preminent leaders of Duval 
County counseled that no nominations be made, 


on the ground that no count could be had, but 
when the convention opened confidence in the 
party’s prospects was se marked that opposi- 
tion to a full ticket faded away, and it was de- 
cided to make a fight. 

The delegates, over 200 1n number, represent- 
ing nearly every county in the State, had all 
gathered by noen, and at 1:15 P. M., E. M. Che- 
ney, Chairman of the Republiean State Execu- 
tive Committee, called the convention to order. 

State Senator H. W. Chandler (colored) of 
Marion County read the call. Messrs. Chandler 
and E. R. Benedict of Walton were made tem- 

orary Chairman and Secretary, respectively. 

Yo contesting delegations were present. Sev- 
eral speeches were made regarding the party’s 
prospects. The Hon. ©. F. A. Bielby of Volusia 
County was elected permanent Chairman and 
H. W. Chandler Secretary. Mr. Bielby’s address, 
in which he arraigned the Democratic Party for 
its work, was greeted with the greatest enthusi- 
asm. After appointing committees the eonven- 
tion adjourned. 

At4o’clock the convention reconvened and 
the platform and resolutions were read and 
adopted. The platform demands a duty on 
oranges, pinapples, sugar, and rice, a revision 
of the present modes of taxation, a new revenue 
System, and changes in the fence and road law. 
It arraigns the Democratie Porty for the Eii- 
gration Bureau, denounces it for the Railroad 
Commission, and recommends arepeal of the 
law. Ballot boxstutiing and intimidation of Re- 
publican voters was also denounced. special 
stress being laid upon interference with elec- 
tions in the counties of Madison, Jefferson, Gads- 
der, and Jackson. 

Another recess was then taken till 8:30, when 
nominations began. A. W. Owens of Jackson- 
ville presented the nameof V. J. Shipman of 
Lawtey for Governor. It was received witha 
dozen seconds, and amid great enthusiam Mr. 
Shipman was nominated by acclamation. He 
was escorted to the stage and made a stirring 
speech of aceeptance. State Senator Chandler 
of Marion County was nominated for Secretary of 
State, and he was selected unanimously. Sev- 
eral speeches oulogistic of the nominees, the 
party in Florida, and Harrison and Mo! »n 
were made. Another adjournment till this 
morning was taken. The forenoon session was 
an enthusiastic and harmonious one. The ticket 
was completed as follows: Controller—Charles 
Lewis of Fernandina; Attorney-General—Jonn 
Eagan of Pensacola; Commissioner of Agriculi- 
ure—John P. Apthorp of Tallahassee; Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction-—-Isaac Stone of 
Deland; Supreme Court Judges—Ex-Judge E. 
M. Randall of Jacksonville, Jesse H. Goss of 
Gainesville, and Charles Swayne of Kissimmee.

OBITUARY. 


ISAAC NEWTON PHELPS. 
Isaac Newton Phelps, the well-known 
New-York banker, whose office was for 34 years 


at 45 Wall-street, and since last January at 54 


of the same street, died at 5 o’clock yesterday 
morning at his cottage on Broadway, Saratoga, 
after a short illness. 

Mr. Phelps was born at Windsor, Conn., Feb. 
27, 1804, his father being a farmer. He re- 
ceived acommon school education, and at the 
age of 16 he went to Suffield, a neighboring 
town, to enter a general country store. He de- 
veloped so much business tact and ability that 
before reaching the age of 21 he was offered an 
interest in the concern, but he deelined the 
offer. Soon after attaining his majority he 
came to New-York and embarked in 
the hardware trade on his own  ac- 
count in Peari-street. By his untiring energy 
and close application to business he became 
@very prosperous merchant. In 1853 he re- 
tired from the hardware trade and associated 
himself with his cousin, the late Jobn J. Phelps, 
father of the Hon. William Walter Phelps, in 
real estate speculation. Trey opened an office 
in Wall-street and bought largely in the busi- 
ness section of the city. Among their purchases 
were the old Park Theatre and the old sugar 
house in Duane-atreet, on the sitesof which 
they erected five brownstone buildings. Be- 
sides its real estate business, the firm discounted 
paper. 

Mr. John J. Phelps retired in 1858, and Mr. 
Isaac N. Phelps continued the business alone. 
Mr. Phelps had by this time, 1t was said, won 
the name of being the best judge of commercial 
credits in Wall-street. Eight or nine years ago 
he went into the general foreign and domestic 
banking business, with the late James Stokes 
and Anson Phelps Stokes as partners. The 
heuse was successful, but on the death of James 
Stokes, in 1881, Mr. Pueips, on account of his 
own failing health, concluded to wind up the 
business, which he did. During his leng career 
Mr. Phelps accumulated a large property, and 
his fortune at his death is estimated at séveral 
millions of dollars, almost entirely in stocks, 
bonds, and kindred securities. 

In private life he was a quiet, undemonstra- 
tive man, fond of good company, and hospitable 
to arare degree. He was a mweniber of the Brick 
Church, Presbyterian, fer many years, and one 
of its Board of Trustees. Mr. Phelps was a Re- 
—— in politics, and a member of the Union 

eague Club. He never occupied a pubdiic posi- 
tion, however, and never took an active interest 
in politics more than te contribute for campaign 
purposes. He was the founder of the Merean- 
tile Bank, one of the founders of the Second 
National Bank, the principal stockholder and 
Managing Director of the United States Trust 
Company, a Director in and at one time Vice- 
President of the Greenwich Bank, a stockholder 
in the Metropolitan Trust Company, the Mer- 
eantiie Fire Insuranee Company, the United 
States Life Insurance Company, the Central 
Trust Company, the Fifth-Avenue Sate Deposit 
Company, and the Hamilton Bank, and a large 
holder of gas stocks. Many years ago he was a 
Director of the Erie Railway. He contributed 
liberally to home and foreign missions, and was 
known as a4 charitable man. 

Mr. Phelps was twice married. His first wife 
was a daughterof Sylvester Lusk of Enfield, 
Conn., who bore hin two daughters. His sec- 
ond wife was Mrs. Anna Mauilin, widow of Mr. 
Maullin, a collar and cutf manufacturer of Troy, 
N. Y. One daughter, now dead, married a son 
of Rufus King of Albany, and the other is the 
wite of Anson Phelps Stokes. 

Mr. Phelps had been in very good health of 
late, and was a daily visitor to his office until 
nis departure for Saratoga on the 28th of last 
June. He was taken ill on Friday night with 
intermittent fever, but the immediate cause of 
death was a congestive chill. During his life- 
time Mr. Phelps gave a great deal unostenta- 
tiously to deserving charities, 

SARATOGA, N. Y., Aug. 1.—Old residents 
of Saratoga learned with a great deal of regret 
to-day that their friend of cg years’ stand- 
ing, Isaac N. Phelps of the former firm of 
Phelps, Stokes & Co., New-York, had died this 
morning. Mr. Phelps had been a Summer resi- 
dent of Saratoga for over 30 years, and part of 
this time was a guest at the United States Ho- 
tel. Last year he decided to build a home for 
himself in a choice location in North Broadway, 
and he entered into the spirit of the thing with 
his characteristic energy, like a young man who 
helieved he would occupy the residence for a 
great namber of years. The house was com- 
pleted Jast Spring. It 1s a large, handsome, 
modern structure with broad piazzas. 

Mr. Pheips came here on June 28. He com- 
plained of illness upon his arrival, and Dr. 
Miner attended him up to the time of his death, 
which was caused by intermittent fever. Mr. 
Phelps was a native of Windsor, Conn. It is 
estimated that his possessions were worth fully 
$10,000,000. He was known only to such old 
residents as Judge Lester, the Hon. James M. 
Marvin, and Hiram Tompkins, but they were 
not very familiar with the details of his busi- 
ness career. He was a sociable, kindly géntle- 
man, who took a great deai of interest iu Sara- 
toga. He was of a quiet disposition, did not 
ride a great deal, but preferred to occupy a re- 
tired seat upon the piazzas of the United States 
Hotel and his own residence. 

The funeral services will be held at his late 
residence on Friday and the body will then be 
taken ina special car to New-York for inter- 
ment.

EDWARD J. O’REILLY. 

Mr. Edward J. O’ Reilly of the city staff of 
THE NEW-YORK TIMES died at 2:30 o’clock 
yesterday morning at 54 Charles-street, his 
residence. Mr. O’Reilly’s death was wholly un- 
expected, even by his wife, who was his econ- 
stant attendant, and it was asad surprise not 
only to his fellow-workers on the press, but to a 
very wide circie of friendsin other callings, for 
few reporters had more or warmer friends than 
Mr. O'Reilly. Though not strong physically, he 
was an indefatigable worker and had sucha 
thorough knowledge ofthe specialdield in which 
his lines were cast and was naturally so bright 
that any work intrusted to him Was certain to 
be performed in a manner difficult to excel. 

Though only 29 years of age—be was born on 
Jan. 16,1859—he had been a reporter for 12 
years, and in becoming oue fellowed the exam- 
ple of his father, Edward J. O'Reilly, who also 
died in the service of THE Times. The son did 
his first newspaper werk uponthe Herald, of 
which he was a reporter for several years. He 
entered the employ of THE TIMES as City Hall 
reporter in June, 1885, and at once demon- 
strated his fitness for the work. His acquaint- 
ance among local politicians of all parties was 
probably larger than that of any other reporier 
in the city. By all of them he was trusted im- 
plicitly, and not one ever had reason to regret 
the corfidence reposed in him, 

Mr. O’ Reilly was born in New-yrork. He was 
ed ucated in the common schools and the College 
ot the City of New-York. Six years ago he mar- 
ried Miss Margaret Woodworth. While at the 
Democratic Headquarters on Friday night he 
complained of feeling very cold and weak. He 
was advised to go home, aud did so. On the 
following day he was suffering from fever and 
sore throat. The attacks were mild in compar- 
ison with those from which he had suffered in 
the Winter, and a quick recovery was fully ex- 
peeted. His physician gave him a hypodermic 
injection of merphine late on Tuesday night to 
enable him to gain some sleep, a8 he had been 
troubled with stomach pains and inability te 
retain any nourishment. He fell asleep shertly 
after midnight. His wife hastily went to his 
aid at 2:30 o’clock in the morning as he seemed 
to experience much difficulty in breathing. 
While she was waiting for assistance he passed 
away. Death was attributed to failure of the 
heart to perform ita funetions. 

Mr. O’Reiliy will be buried at Calvary Ceme- 
tery. The funeral will take place from 54 
Charles-street at 1 o’ciock to-morrow afternoor. 
He was Chairman of the Board of Trustees of 
the Press Club, and a meeting of that body will 
be held at 3:30 o’clock this afternoon. 


COL. J. N. SMITH. 

Col. J. N. Smith, a prominent and wealthy 
Brooklyn contractor, died on Tuesday at 
his country home in Litchfield, Conn. For more 
than a year Col. Smith had been in ill health 
and the immediate cause of death was paralysis 
resulting from a fever contracted in Florida. 

Col. Smith was born in a town near Boston in 
1827, and through his association in college 
with Calvin E. Pratt, now a Supreme Court 
Judge in Brooklyn, was induced to move to 
that city. Later he went, and when the 
war broke out took an lowa regiment to 
the front. He was appointed Colonel of a cav- 
alry regiment for gallant conduct. At the close 
ef the war he established the firm of Smith & 
Ripley, and engaged extensively in railroad 
building. He constructed large pertions of the 
Now-York Central, the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western, the Northerrj Pacific, the Brighton 
Beach, ang numbers of smaller railroads. 
Through his brother-in-law, Sidney Dilion, Col. 
Smith became connected with many railroad 
schemes, and several years ago had become a 
millionaire. 

In local politics Col. Smith took a great per- 
sonal interest, but he never held public office. 
He tried on two occasions to obtain the nomina- 
tion for Cengress in the Third District, but was 
defeated. In State and national politics he was 
a Stalwart and an uncompromising supporter of 
Gen. Grant and ef Roscoe Conkling. 

A widow and two children survive him. Fu- 
neral services will be held at 4 o’clock this 
afternoon at Litchfield, and the interment will 
be in Woodlawn. 


FRANK HOLL. 

Frank Holl, A. R. A., the distinguished 
painter, and son of Francis Holl, A. R. A., the 
engraver, died in London, England, on Tuesday. 
Just at this time Mr. Holl’s name is familiar to 
newspaper readers on account of his selection 
from ameng 4 number of prominent artists to 
paint the portrait of Mr. Gladstone which was 
presented to the distinguished statesman on the 
golden anniversary of his wedding day. Mr. 
Holl was born in London in 1845 and educated 
at the school of the University College. He was 
admitted atthe Royal Academy as a student 
in 1860 and two years later received a 
silver medai and a prize of 210 for the best 
drawing from the antique. In 1863 he received 
# gold medal aad a scholarship of #26 fer twe 





years for the best historical painting, “Abraham 
About to Sacrifice Isaac.” His first pictures 
exhibited at the Academy, in 1864, were 
“Turned Out of Church” and “A Portrait.” In 
1868 he gained a two years’ traveling student- 
ship, in 1878 he was electea an Associate of the 
Royal Academy, and in 1883 he was elected a 
Royal Academician. Among his works are 
the portraits of many distinguished English- 
men. Among the works which he sent to the 
Academy were ‘* The Lord Gave and the Lord 
has Taken Away,” ‘“‘No Tidings from the Sea,” 
“Leaving Home,” “Deserted,” ‘Her First 
Born,” “Orderea to the Front,” ‘“*The Daugb- 
térs of the House,” and ‘*Committed for Trial.”

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SEIZED BY THE PERUVIANS 
RAILWAYS TAKEN FROM THEIR 
FOREIGN OWNERS. 

AN AMERICAN CITIZEN DESPOILED OF 
HIS PRIVATE PROPERTY—OUR MIN- 
ISTER’S PROTEST. 

The foreigners resident in Peru are great- 
ly excited and indignant over the recent high- 
handed proceeding of the Peruvian Govern- 
ment in seizing the railroads of that eountry, 
which were built by foreigners with capital 
raised abroad, and the Americans are waiting 
anxiously to see if the United States will not 
take some decided step to vindicate the rights 
of ner citizens which have thus been violated. 
A private letter toa gentleman of this city 


written from Arequipa under date of June 17 


describes the situation in very vigorous lan- 
guage. 

“On the 6th of May last,” saye the writer, 
“the Government issued a decree to take pos- 
session for the exclusive use of the State of all 
railroads on Peruvian territory, and com- 
menced by seizing with an armed force the 
southern roads, or whatis commonly known as 
the Arequipa, Peru, and Cusco Railroads. 
These roads extend from the seacoast fer a 
distance of 407 miles inland, and are the largest 
line of roadin the country. This line, as well 
asthe other roads, were built under contract 
with the Peruvian Government by American 
eitizens, the capital for the construction having 
been raised in England, the result of the sale of 
bonds for that purpose, said bonds having been 
sacredly guaranteed by the Peruvian Govern- 
ment. Notwithstanding the fact that the con- 
tracts were entered into in good faith, in a 
proper and legal manner, and ratified by a 
egaily-appointed congress, under a constitu- 
tional Government, the conditions have never 
been lived up to en the part of the Peruvians, 
and now, to derive: all the benetits from a sys- 
tem of railroad that never cost tnem a doilar, 
they have taken forcible possession of the same, 
tegether with the material of all kinds that 
railroads necessarily require, and which was the 

rivate and exclusive property of Mr. Johu L. 

‘norndike, an American gentleman who 1s the 
legalty-appointed: successor to Mr, Henry 
Meizgs, the original contractor and con- 
atructor. 

“This act of gross injustice and spoliation on 
the part of the Peruvian Government has para- 
lyzed the business interests of the whele coun- 
try, and there 1s not a foreigner to-day doing 
business here who would not sacrifice his inter- 
ests ata great loss to be enadled to go else- 
where. ‘‘nis country never expended $1 for 
all the miles of road in existence here, and on 
the bonds seld in England for the construction 
of the roads it has never, up to the present 
time, paid ofe cent ofinterest. Many miles of 
the rvads were built during the lifetime of 
Mr. Meiggs, creating an indebtedness of 
about $12,000,000, which exists to-day against 
the Peruvian Government. The private prop- 
erty of Mr. Thorndike is valued at about 
$1,000,000, and all this has been seized, stolen, 
and appropriated by a force of armed soldiers, 
with riiles and bayonets, acting under a cecree 
promulgated by the Government itself to de- 
fraud an American citizen of what legally be- 
longs to him. and what has cost him a lifetime 
to acquire. This shameless outrage has made 
tne few of us that are here boi] withindignation, 
and unless the United States Government takes 
immediate steps to force these miserable people 
to undo the high-handed outrage on an American 
citizen they gwill become so emboldened that 
the lives and property of no foreigner will have 
any guarantee of safety in Peru.” 

The writer adds that Mr. Buck, the American 
Minister in Lima, has made a strong protest to 
the Gevernment about the proceeding, and 
that Mr. Thoradike has gone to Washingvon, 
taking with him all the original documents and 
papers relating to the seized railroad. 





MR. VERNAMS SUI1, 


JUST WHY HE SUES THE COURTLANDT 
PALMER ESTATE. 

In the Supreme Court to-day an attempt 
will be made to postpone theinjunction suit 
brought by Charles E. Vernam, lessee ef the 
Morton House, against the owners, Charles 
Phelps Palmer and Mary A. P. Draper, Trustees 
of the Courtlandt Palmer estate. The attempt 
will be made on the ground that George H. 
Forster, attorney for the Trustees, is eut of the 
city, and has not had an opportunity to digest 


the complaint and prepare an answer. His 
brother, Frederick P. Forster, said yesterday 
that he was making some preparations for a de- 
Teuse, and the case would probably be argued 
to-morrow or Monday. Until itis formally pre- 
sented in court the defense would not make any 
@tatement for the public. Ex-Judge Ditten- 
hoefer said he should oppose a postponement. 
The complaint in this suit shows thatthe Merton 
House was originally leased to Jennie Morton. 
The lease was subsequently transferred to the 
plaintiff, who enlarged and improved the prop- 
erty. There are 141 feet on Broadway and 181 
feet on Fourteenth-street. The lease runs until 
1891, and the annual rental was $50,500. ‘This 
is secured by a guarantee of payment executed 
by White, Hentz & Co. After the Union-Square 
Theatre fire and after it was decided to reouild 
the theatre property negotiations were opened 
by the Trustees of the Palmer estate and Mr. 
Vernam to secure part of the _ hotel 
space for the walls and exits of the 
theatre. He tinally conceded 17 rooms,over 
the old theatre, feur rooms on the first aud sec- 
ond fleors, and the old offices. For this conces- 
sion he was to geta reduction of $4,500 rent 
per annum. After the specific agreement had 


. been made in writing it was found that .more 


hotel space would be requirea for walls and 
piers. This would invoivethe hotel kitchen and 
adjoining rooms down stairs. Negotiations were 
again opened by the Trustees with the plaintiff. 
He claims that before they were satisfactorily 
arranged the workmen demolished a cellar wall, 
tore up a tioor, and started an excavation. He 
stopped the work and had the property restored. 

Since then there has been more or less trouble, 
and it led upto the injunction suit. Mr. Ver- 
natin thinks he has already sustained damayes 
exceeding $25,000, and alleges that his hotel 
property will be further depreciated if the work 
in the basement is allowed to proceed. 





DISAPPEARED WITH CHEOKS AND CASH. 

Charles E. Collins, Jr.. bookkeeper in the 
employ of Wright 8S. Travis, grain and flour 
merchant at 4 South-street and a member of 
the Produce Exchange, has disappeared, taking 
with him checks Grawn to the order of Mr. 


Travis, aggregating $1,720 52 and $100 in cash. 
Collins had been ih the employ of Mr. Travisa 
short time only, and disappeared on Thursday 
Jast. Payment of the checks has been stepped, 
but the police have not been informed of the 
robbery, and for some unexplai.ed reason Mr. 
Travis seems desirous of avoiding publicity in 
the matter. 

“Yo a TIMES reporter Mr. Travis said yester- 
flay: “Collins had been in my employ as_ book- 
keeper for about a mouth, andin that capacity 
he had the handling of the eash and the checks. 
On Thursday last he disappeared and nothing 
has since been heard of him. The checks he 
took with him consisted of one drawn to my 
order by D. Seals & Co., 62 Water-street, for 
$646 13; one by Marsh, White & Co., 25 
Whitehball-street, for $371 50; one by F. 
W. Frerichs for $320, one by T. B. 
Herton for $278 37, one by James 
Hughes for $70 52, and one G. M. Ballowa, Ad- 
ministratrix, for $34. These checks Collins 
was supposed to prepare for deposit. I stopped 
payment on them, and so far asInow know 
none of them has been cashed. Collins was a 
family man, but I don’t care to disclose where 
he resided. I have not informed the police of 
my loss,and have not yet made up my mind 
whether I ehall prosecute him. It is possible 
that he may return and give up the checks.”

MILLIONS IN COTTONSEED OIL. 
The annual meeting of the shareholders 
of the American Cottonseed Oil Trust was held 
yesterday. Three hundred and fifteen thousand 
shares of the trust’s stock were represented, of 


whieh the votes on 260,000 were east by the 
management. The annual report showed net 
earnings for the year of $2,020,444, equal to 
about 5 per cent. upon the entire ca ita stock, 
there being $42,185,228 of certificates eut- 
standing. The report said that little fear is 
entertained of trouble frem adverse legislation, 
and the mills eutside of the trust are not strong 
enougk to interfere with earnings.

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THEIR FIRST MEETING. — 
THE NEW AQUEDUCT BOARD GOES 
PROMPTLY TO WORK. 

The new Aqueduct Commission organ- 
ized yesterday, and immediately proceeded to 
act upon the most pressing pusiness before 
them. Walter Howe came from Newporton an 
early train yesterday, and went at once to the 
Mayor's oflfice, where he signified his acceptance 
of the position. Later in the day he and Gen. 
Duane and Francis M. Scott appeared before 
the Mayor and took the official oaths and re- 
ceived the commissions whieh invested them 
with their offices. John J. Tucker is with his 
family in the White Mountains, and was not 


present to enter with his colleagues into their 
new duties. He is expected, however, to be 
present at Friday’s meeting. 

At3 e’elock, according to appointment, the 
new Cemmissionerg assembled ai the board 
rooms, where Messrs. Dowd, Barnes, and Ridg- 
way were in attendance to receive them. The 
new Commissioners wasted no time in empty 
ceremonies, but got right down to business. A 
temporary organization was efiected by the 
election of Mayor Hewitt as Chairman and John 
C. Sheehan as Secretary. Upon taking the chair 
the Mayor suggested that it would be advisable 
to elect as President of the board some one who 
could give hia undivided attention to the work, 
and nominated Gen. Duare fer President, and 
he was accordingly elected. Thereport of the old 
Conimittee on Construetion upon the ppeuiss of 
bids for the completion of Snaft No. 24, show- 
ing O’Brien & Clark to be the lowest bidders, 
was referred to a special committes con- 
sisting of President Duane and Commissioners 
Scott and Howe, who will report whether the 
contracts should be awarded as preylously con- 
templated or whether some change in the plans 
would be advisable, by which a different con- 
nection between the tunnel above the Harlem 
and the section under the river would be estab- 
lished. Several appointments to inspectorships 
were made, and a resolution was adopted call- 
ing upon the chief engineer to report at the 
next meeting the names of inspectors AoW at 
work, where they were stationed, and what the 
condition of the work was, witha view to dis- 
pensing with the services of all superfious help. 
Commissioner Newton presented plaus and 
svecifications for an iron-lined, masonry aque- 
duet at Shaft No. 30, and the Secretary was 
authorized to advertise for bids. A Committee 
on Committee Organization, censisting of Com- 
missioners Myers, Seott, and Howe, was in- 
structed to report a plan of organization at 
the next meeting, and the board adjourned to 
meet again at 11 o’clock next Friday. 

Mayor Hewitt said the future meetings of the 
board would be open to the public, for he knew 
of nothing the board was required to do which 
demanced secrecy. This puts au end to the for- 
mer practice of the old board. Ex-Commis- 
sioner Ridgway suggested to the Mayor that it 
would beadvisable forthe board to make an 
early inspection of the aqueduct as far as com- 
pleted, and report to the public the manner in 
which the work had been done. The Mayor ex- 
pressed himself in favor of the idea, and some 
movement of thecharacter mentioned will prob- 
ably be started at the next meeting. 





ENDOWMENT FUND IMPAIRED. 


QUESTIONABLE METHODS OF THE NEW- 
YORK SAFETY RESERVE FUND. 

Michael Shannon and John A. Horan of 
the State Insurance Department have filed a re- 
port with Superintendent Maxwell on the con- 
dition of the New-York Safety Reserve Fund. 
This society was organized in May, 1882, under 
the provisious of a law passed in 1875 and com- 
menly knowh asthe cluv act. The business 
transaeted by itis of the kind known as indus- 
trial life insurance. The funds required for the 
payment of beuefits and expenses are derived 
trom certain fixed dues, and by the terms of the 
constitution a sum not less than one-third ef all 
dues reevived shall be set aside as an endew- 
ment fund to be used for the purpose of paying 
certificates. 

The plainiotent of that section is that the 
fund shall be held sacredly intact. The exam- 
jiners report that they found that the provision 
had been violated repeatedly; the endowment 
fund is impaired and has been used for other 
purposes than the payment ef deatn claims. 
Under the provisions of the by-laws there should 
be a balance of*#3,763 89 in the fund and 
$224 05 in the benevolent fund on July 16, but 
the actual cash assets on that date were $12 28. 
This condition of the endowment fund remains 
unchanged. The examiners allege that there 
has been clumsy juggling with the books for the 
purposes of deception, and it should not be 
allowed to pass without rebuke. The liabilities 
of the society are tigured to be over $43,000, 
over $41,000 being moneys advanced by vari- 
ous persons from time to time. 

It is stated in justice to the officers ana Direct- 
ors that nene of them appears to have been 
benetited pecuniarily by their connection with 
the society. ‘he suggestion is made that, if the 
business is to be continued, there should be a 
large reserve like that of a general life insur- 
ance company. 

Superintendent Maxwell has transmitted a 
copy of the report to the Attorney-General and 
raised the question whether this society or any 
other incorporated under the club actis legally 
authorized to do any kind of insurance business. 
{tis pointed out that the New-York Safety Re- 
serve Fund has, in doing an infantile insurance 
— exercised 4 privilege not conferred by 
aw. 





PRIVATE LETTER BOXES MUST GO, 

The use of the mails for petty swindling 
is becoming greater every day. Yesterday In- 
spector Dosser's attention was called to a com- 
Plaint from J. B. Oberlin of Fredonia, Kan., 
that the latter had been swindled out of $5 by 
one Simpson, Post Office Box 2,574, who offered 
to sell him a ‘‘ History of the Creation.” Simp- 


son secured the box by giving a number of ap- 
parently respectable references, representing 
himself te be a publisher and a ‘miscellaneous 
agent” at 57 College-place. A search was made 
for the fellow, but without avail, and now his 
mail wili be stopped. At the address givenis a 
¢cigar store, With a private letter box annex, 
and itis believedit was by means of these that 
Simpson carriea on most of his correspondence. 
The manner of imposing upon unsuspecting per- 
sons adopted by these men is simple in the ex- 
treme. They advertise books and circulars 
bearing suggestively indecent titles, but which 
are in reality quite harmless, In return for the 
advertised priee, from 25 cents to $5, they send 
inexpensive bits of printing. 

luspector Dosser said yesterday that the great 
source of the evil was the private letter boxes, 
which are used for all sorts of illegitimate cor- 
respondence. There are fully 30 of these places, 
the Inspector added, and itis incalculable how 
much evil they do to the morals of the cemmu- 
nity. Atpresent there is no law which can reach 
them and compel them to close, but Inspector 
Dosser has framed a bill to this end, and 1t- was 
reported favorably recently by the House Com- 
mittee on Post Offices and Post Roads. Until 
these offices are closed there is very little 
chance of effectually stamping out this petty 
torm of swindling. The Inspector is constantly 
in receipt of compjaints similar to the one re- 
eeived from Mr. Oberlin.

MANY JEWELERS MOURN HIS ABSENCE 
AND THEY TRY TO FIND HIM. 

The news that the well-known diamond 
mounter, Auguatus G. Radcliffe, had disap- 
peared, leaving behind him several dishonored 
checks, caused many business men in the jew- 
elry district to turn to their ledgers yesterday 
with the result that they too were found to be 
victims of the wily absentee, The main suffer- 
ers had somewhat recovered from the shook 
yesterday, and a meeting was held by them, at 
which the matter was placed in the hands of 
asorte ©. Comstock, attorney for the Jewelers’ 
Board of Trade, of which nearly every jeweler 
is a member. 

Mr. Comstock engaged the services of a de- 
tective, and together they went on the trail of: 
Radclitfe. They first visited his office at 82 
Nassau-street, where the diamond mounter’s 
son was found in charge. Wheninformed of his 
father’s doing the young man expressed sur- 
prise, quickly closed up the place, and wept 

ome to 533 Lexington-avenue, Brooklyn. It 
was ascertained that Radcliffe had removed 
everything of value from his office about a 
week ago, the goods being taken out in 
trunks. This fact caused the detective and 
the lawyer to ddéubt the younger Radcliffe’s 
statement that he waa unaware of his father’s 
absence, The janitor of the building saw the 
trunks removed. This fact was communicated 
to John Matthews’s agent for the building 
whose office is therein. Mr. Matthews was asked 
to summon his janitor and get from him an affi- 
davit setting forth the fact that he had wit- 
nessed the removal of the trunks. Mr. Matthews 
refused to@oso. The property feunsd in Rad- 
clitfe’s residence was of comparatively small 
value. The detective told Thr TIMEs’s reporter 
that he knew where Radcliffe was ‘to be found 
and that he couid put bis hands upon him at 
any moment. 

Radcliffe has carried on the business of 
meunter of giaziera’ diamonds for about 14 
years, and his credit had always been of the 
highest order. He bought small bills of rough 
diamonds, which were the only kind he used in 
his business. About two months ago he visited 
the oftiee of D. L. Van Mappes, a diamond im- 
porter at Broadway and John-street, said he 
intended to embark in the polished diamond 
trade, and asked credit for a bill of goods. 
The request was granted, and the firm 
sold him various bills, accepting his 
notes in payment. The notes amounted 
in all te $7,500. Ten days ago Radoliffe asked 
tor more goods on credit, but was informed that 
D. L. Van Moppes & Co. would sell him no more 
except for cash. Radcliffe then purchased 
$1,800 worth of polished stones from the firm 
and gave in settlement a check on the 
Jamesburg (N. J.) Bank. The check was 
not honored, it being found that Radcliffe 
had in bank a balance of but $6. 
Itis upon the complaint of Belois & Co. of 32 
Nassau-street that the arrest willbe madeif 
Radcliffe can be found. He obtained from that 
firm a lot of diamond mountings, saying he 
wished to try them for fits, anc if satisfactory 
would purchase them and buy an additional lot. 
He never returned the gooda, which amount in 
value to abeut $600. 

The total amount of Radclifie’s “debts” is 
about $30,000. 


SUING W. K. VANDERBILT. 





MR. BREESE THINKS HE IS ENTITLED TO 
A MILLION DOLLARS. 

William L. Breese, the senior member of 
the firm of Breese & Smith, stock brokers, is 
going about with blood in his eye and a eertain 
lawsuit in the prospective. Lake Shore and one 
of the numerous transactions in that mercurial 
stock are the main causes of hia troubles. Be- 
cause of these a short time ago he struck H. B. 
Hollins over the head while on a Long Island 
ferryboat, because the latter had served as W. 
K. Vanderbilt’s broker, and now he has launched 


&® complaint against Mr. Vanderbilt, claiming 
that the latter has done him $1,000,000 dam- 
ages by means of a breach of contract in a cer- 
tain negotiation in Lake Shore, which is a part 
of one of the most interesting chapters in the 
history of Wall-street. The complaint, drawn 
by Freling H. Smith, was served upon Anderson 
& Howland, Mr. Vanderbilt’s attorneys, and 
Mr. Anderson caused an answer to be served 
yesterday upon the plaintiff's counsel. The 
suit isin the Supreme Court and will be argued 
in circuit at the October terin. 

The claim upon which the suit is based dates 
back to 1882, when Mr. Hollins, as Mr. Vander- 
bilt’s broker, was concerned in the Lake Shore 
transactions. Mr. Breese says that Mr. Hollins 
arranged by a subtle plan, which Mr. Vander- 
bilt approved and assisted, that a number of 
brokers, among whom was Mr. Breese, should 
buy Jargely of the stock, The representation 
was, Mr. Breese says, that Mr. Vanderbilt had 
formed a pool to advance the price. When, 
however, this was discovered to be untrue, and 
Mr. Breese had to sell out at a loss of about 
$500,000, he attributed all of bis loss to the 
vonspiracy which he said existed between Mr. 
Vanderbilt and Mr. Hellins. The additional half 
million which Mr. Breese sues for, itis said by 
his friends, includes interest and a balm for his 
wounded feelings. 

The counsel for both parties to the actien de- 
cline to explain anything further than this. Mr. 
Vanderbilt, it is said by Mr. Breese, was the 
authority for Mr. Hollins’s misrepresentations, 
and is, therefore, responsible for the loss which 
those misrepresenutations occasioned. Mr. Van- 
derbilt is at Newport. Mr. Hollins declined 
Sewaennd to converse about the case, as did Mr. 

reese’s counsel. “

Referee J. M. Bowers has made a report 
in the case of the People of New-York against 
the Charter Oak Life Insurance Company of 
Hartford, Conn. The Charter Oak became in- 
solvent Sept. 21, 1886, its assets being less than 
three-quarters of ita liabilities. Referee Bowers 


finds that Louis Fitzgerald, Receiver of this 
State, has received $548,522 48 and paid out 
$393,763 18. The assets of the company, he 
decides, form a eommon fund for the benefit of 
all thecreditors; that no creditors havo superior 
rights; that all proceedings to recover should 
be begun in Connecticut, and that the creditors 
in this State are not entitied to a division of the 
assets in this State. Thesum of $121,554 76 
shall, he orders, be paid to L W. Brook’.and E, 
A. Stedinan, the Receivers of the company in 
Connecticut, and $14,666 75, as directed by 
the court, shall be left with the United States 
Trust $Company. Fitzgerald is allowed 
$16,010 55 and his attorney $1,717 24.

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EMBITIERED BY THE HIGH 
LICENSE DBOISION. 
SOME OF THE IMMEDIATE AND SOME OF 
THE PROBABLE RESULTS OF THAT 
DECISION. 


The decision of the Court of Errors and 
Appeals sustaining the High License Local Op- 
tion bill has infused new energy into the author- 
ities intrusted with the enforcement of the 
laws, and at the same time embittered the liquor 
men. The saloon men talk of retaliating wher- 
ever they ean, and do not exclude their own 
_kind from the possibility of attack. They say 
in Jersey City that, after paying $250 license 
fee, they will hunt up the men who sell with- 
out license. But the police system of surveil- 
lance in the city is so searching and thorough 


te continue in business long. Chief of Pelice 
Murphy yesterday compared the list of new 


licenses, as supplied by City Clerk John E. 
Scott, with the list of saleon keepers last year, 
and has sent officers to every place in business 
Jast year for which no license has been taken 
out this year to learnif the man who failed to 
renew his license is engaged surreptitiously in 
the traffic. This year 820 licenses were granted 
in the city, as against 1,100 last year. The 
diminution is largely due to the fact that 
“grocers who used to keep bars in their steres 
are forbidden to sell liquor by the new act. But 
between 75 and 100 saloon keepers of last year 
are not on the list this year, and of the 820 who 
made application 50 have not paid their license 
fee or asked for their parchment. It is to these 
that the police are giving apecial attention. 

The liquor dealers will not alone protect them- 
selves against the unlicensed among them. 
Their special aversion er now is the grocer, 
who, while he cannot sell liquor to be drunk on 
his premises, yet has the right to sell to people 
who want to take it home with them. The 
saloon men, unable to keep their saloons open 
on Sundays, declare that drinkers buy their 
Sunday ee on Saturday nights from the 
grocers; and as they are thus in competition 
with them, they propose to insist upon the 

rocers being obliged to pay » saloon man’s 
icense of $250. 

Beyond this they talk wildly of attempts to 
enforce the old Sunday blue laws, and they may 
try something of the kind about election time. 

The upholding of the new law is expected to 
have the effect of securing a more rigid observ- 
ance of the Sunday feature of the law. The Jer- 
sey City police, forbidaen to spy out Sunday 
liquer sellers except in uniform, are thus pur- 
posely prevented from aiding an enforcement of 
the law in this regard, but the Law and Order 
Leagues are expected te do yeoman’s service in 
compelling an observance of the law. They 
have been inactive thus far because of the un- 
certainty of the aetion of the court, and as far 
as known only Saloonkeeper Henn of Grove- 
street has been cited to appear to answer an 
application for the revocation of his license. 
His case will be argued faturday by ex-Gov. 
Abbett in Judge Knapp’s court. 

In Newark itis a notorious fact that 400 or 
more saloon keepers have been selling for a 
month without license with the knowledse of 
the Excise Board of the city. Four hundred 
have taken out licenses. The 400 who have not 
asked for renewal beld back to await the decis- 
jon of thecourt. Now thatthe court has de- 
clared that they must pay $250 each for their 
parchments many of them will retire from buat- 
ness. They cannot stand the high-pressure 
license fee. Some applications were made for 
licenses, however, yesterday. Collectors from 
breweries made applicatien for bunches of sa- 
loon keepers and pxid the fees. One yesterday 
filed a ae for 15 saloon keepers aad 
banded in a certified cheek fer $3,750 to pay for 
the parchments. More than half the 1,200 sa- 
loons in Newark will be forced to close by the 
enforcement of the high-license act.

NO WORK IN SING SING PRISON. 
In consequence of the signing of the new 
Prison bill by the Governor there will be no 
work in the shops of Sing Sing Prison to-day, 
other than to take care of the machisuery and 
pack it up, so that it will not receive injury from 
dust or rust while idle, and until it is disposed 
of in some manner. About 100 goitizens are 
thus thrown out of employmeat and about 
three-quarters of them are heads of families, 
upon whom the blow will fall heavily. The 
merchunts of the village alxo regard the situa- 
tion gloomily, for all these men spent most of 
their salary among the village merchants, and 
the loss of their trade now while business is 
dull will be heavily felt. All are now anxiously 
awaiting the answer of the Bay State Shoe and 
Leather Company to the proposition made by 

the citizens to establish a factory in Sing Sing.

MANY ARH OENSURED. 


THE INQUEST IN THE ACCIDENT AT THE 
SLD ARSENAL BUILDING. 

Beginning at about 11 o’clock yesterday 
forenoon the inquest in regard to the death of 
Mary Bagnell, the young girl who perished in 
the ruin of the old Armory Building on Elm- 
street, continued during the remainder of the 
day. A great many witnesses were examined, 
but little was brought to light by the investi- 
gation that has not aiready been published. 
Robert L. Darragh, a builder, who was sum- 
moned to give his expert opinion, thought that 


the collapse of the builaing was due to the over- 
loading of the second fleor. Building Inspector 
Dowling gave perhaps the most remarkable 
testimony of the day when he said that he had 
inspected the buiiding three times within the 
last 18 months and saw nothing about it to 
warrant the conclusion that it was unsafe. 

The jury were out an hour and a half, and 
when they returned gave the following verdict: 


“ We find that the floor of the second story was 
overloaded with paper and other materials, and that 
the construction of the gallery was improper, inas- 
much as the posts supporting the gallers should 
have rested on the girder below, and the gallery, in- 
stead of boing self-supporting, rested on the second- 
story floor beams, aading weight for that floor to 
carry. We also find that the gallery now remaining 
isof the same construction and is uusafe, It ap- 
pears that no application was made to the Bureau 
of Buildings for a permit to erect the galleries re- 
ferred to, and we recommend that they be removed 
and properly reconstracted. We censure C. 
Loveil, representative of the Lovell Manufacturing 
Company, for overloading with paper the second 
floor; we censure James McWilliams, who had the 

alleries rs up in an insecure manner; William E. 

lallowell, the carpenter who constructed the gal- 
leries, and Building Inspector Edward Dowling, 
who failed to report the improper construction of 
said galleries after his examination of them in Sep 
tember, 1887.” 





A LUNATIC’S AWFUL IMPULSE. 

“Judge, Pll kill my cousin, I’m afraid, 
the first chance I get,’’ was the startling an- 
nouncement made to Justice Duffy in Essex 
Market Police Court yesterday by a middle- 
aged, well-dressed man named William Daniels, 
who further explained that his cousin was John 
J. Collins, a stationer at 59 Maiden-lane, who 
had him placed in the Flatbush Insane Asylum. 
He said that at times the feeling grew upon him 
that he must have revenge. ‘In a moment of 
insanity, unless restrained,” he said, ‘‘I feel 
certain I will murder Collins.” 

Justice Duffy was reluctant to commit Dan- 
iels, but the latter pleaded so earnestly to be re- 
moved from harm’s way that the Court scommit- 
ted him for examination as to his sanity. The 
man spent 286 days in the asylum, 59 of which 
were spent in a restraining cell.

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HANGED BY A MOB, 
THE MURDERER OF DEPUTY SHERIFF 
WARMAN LYNCHED. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 1.—W. H. Hand- 
ley, aged 23 years, who shot and killed J. B. 
Warman, Deputy Sheriff of Smith County, was 
taken from the jail.at Carthage last night by a 
mob and hanged. Handley, who was committed 
to jail in Nashville two days after the murder, 
and held here for safe keeping, was taken to 
Carthage a few days ago for trial. The Sheriff 
having learned that an attempt would be made 
to mob the prisoner summoned a posse and 
made preparations for a vigorous resistance. 
The trial of the accused was set for 
to-day. At 11 o’clock 50 armed men 
suddenly made their appearance in front 
of the jail and demanded admission, 
which was promptly refused. The leaders of 
the party informed the Sheriff that they were 
determined to have Handley. The Sheriff de- 
clared that he would never surrender the keys, 
and the mob immediately made a rush for the 
door. The Sheriff and his men fired. Theerowd 
fell back for a moment, but rallied and re- 
turned the shots. There was a lively fusillade 
for a few minutes, fully 30 shots being fired by 
both sides. 

So far as can be ascertained ro one was hurt. 
The mob then secured crowbars and axes and 
broke epen the door of the jail. Rushing in they 
again demanded the keys, but the Sheriff re- 
fused to comply, saying he would give hoya 
life first. The mob then battered down the r 
in the interior and were soon in Handley’s cell. 
Handley fought like a lion, but was quickly 
struck on the head with the butt end ef a gun, 
and a rope being placed around his neck he. was 
dragged forth. 

Taking him toa tree near by the mob swung 
him up. Severe bruises on his hands and wrists. 
indicated that he had made a desperate struggle 
before he had been lynched. , 

The body was out down this morning and an 
inquest held. A verdict of death at the hands 
of unknown persons was returned. The mother 
and family of Handley cameto Carthage to at- 
tend the trial, and were horrified to learn of the 
fate of the prisoner. Handley’s mother was 
prostrated by the shook and is not e~pected to 
recover. There is no clue to the identity of any 
one in the lynehing party, and it is not likely 
there ever will be. Theocrime for which Hand- 
ley was hanged was committed on the 17th of 
September, 1887, near Rome, Handley shooting 
Warman because he refused to release a friend 
who had been arrested. Handley fled, but was 
captured and narrowly escaped iynching, three 
mobs being formed to hang him. ‘

Falling upon her knees she 
strived to secure the pistol, but her husband 
was quicker, He was sitting on a couch, rnd 
leaning over grabbed the pistol. Before his 
wife could again seize it he had it pointed to 
his heart. There was a loud report, Flood 
spurted from the wound, and Gavin fellfrom 
the couch to the floor. Mrs. Gavin ran sci‘ am- 
ing from the house. A few of the neighbors and 
keepers from the penitentiary rushed in. When 
they reached the side of the man he was breath- 
Ing bis last.

KILL#D HIS WIFE AND HIMSELF. 

CuHicaGco, Aug. 1.—It was not until late 
Monday night that the police learned there had 
been a double tragedy at 150 South Sangamon- 
street Saturday night, and that Henry Heesch 
had hanged himself after murdering his wife. 
Neighbors now remember that they heard 
screams about 11 o’clock that night, but they 
thought nothing of it until, noticing that there 
seemed to be no signs of life in the Heesch flat, 
they Monday night broke down the door and 
found the inmates dead. Heesch was found 
hanging from a transom, while hig wife was 
lying by the side of her bed. Both were in their 
bight clothes. 

The Coroner has investigated the case and 
decided that the woman was ehoxked to Geath by 
her husband. No cause except sudden insanity 
has been diseovered for Heescit’s deed. He was 
@ retired saloon keeper and well-to-do. “His 
family life was pleasant and he never appeared 
to have any serious disputes with his wife. 
Early in May they returned from a six months’ 
trip to Europe and Heescn began to Jook around 
for a new occupation. He had considerable 
property, however, and seemed to be in no 
hurry. Hé was occasionaily treubled with 
severe attacks of rheumatism, and his relatives 
believe that one unusually severe drove him 
crazy. The police have no suspicion that out- 
siders entered the fiat and murdered the 
Heesches, as $500, two gold watehes, and other 
valuable property were found in the rooms. 
Heesch was 47 years old and his wife 40. They 
had no children.

A member of the fraternity, Ellicott Evans, re- 
cently met death by a railroad accident, and the 
arrangements made for the funeral by the 
widow.and the brethren of the Masonic lodge 
contemplated the celebration of the rites pre- 
scribed by the ritual of the order at the grave, 


tv be followed and closed by a benediction pro- 
nounced by the Rév. Mr. Hopkins. When the 
Pastor was inviged to officiate, 2s proposed by 
Lawyer Charles T. Alverson, a leading member 
of the ledge, he wrote a reply declining to take 
part in the faneral services, and assigning rea- 
sons for the refusal which gave offense to the 
members of the order. Hesaid among other 
things: 

“Tomy mind the best that can be saidof the 
Masunic ritual is that it is not positively anti-Chris- 
tian. It certainly is non-Christian. A great deal of 
it is meaningless and worse. I cannot consent to 
mix Christian burial services with those of the 
Masons. 1 would no more consent to mix Christian 
burial service with that of Masons thanI would 
with the burial performance of the red men.” 

The publication of the letter has raised a 
atormy controversy in the parish. The Musons 
express resentment and indignation, while on 
the other band the Pastor is sustained in his 
action by a large body of members of his church, 
Others of his friends who admit that the con- 
tents of the letter are indiscreet and in bad taste 
apologize for the Pastor by the plea that it was 
a@ private note to Mr. Alverson, never intended 
for the public eye, and was written while the 
Pastor was laboring under undue mental strain 
caused by sickness in his family. 

Significance attaches to the controversy by 
Treason of the circumstance that the Pastor 
belongs to a fgmily,highly eminent in the Pres- 
byterian connection for piety, orthodoxy, and 
learning. His father, the Rev. Mr. Hopkins, D. 
D., was formerly President- of Auburn Theo- 
logical Seminary, while his brother, the Rev. A. 
G. Hopkins, is a memberofthe Faculty of Ham- 
ulton College. He is himseif one of the more 
— Presbyterian clergymen of the Southern - 

er. 





TWELVE YEARS A HERMIT. 

EASTON, Penn., Aug. 1.—The rémains of 
Warren R. Ellsworth lie buriedin the Northamp- 
ton County poorhouse graveyard. For the past 
12 years he lived as a hermit, a smail canalboat 
being his residence, workshop, and laboratory. 
He was a man of good education. His place of 
abode was at Hope’s Lock, on the Lehigh Canal, 
where he lived unknown to but few. Years ago 
he made a confidant of Peter Wohlback of this 
city, to whom he confided his secret. But to all 
others he was known only as “Doc,” having ac- 


quired the title by reason of bis manufacturing 
@ medicine for the cure of malarial fever, 
tetter, and salt rheum. To Wohlback he 
related the story of his life He was 
from New-York City, at which place 
he said he had brothers and'‘sisters living. In 
1876 his father, then a widower, married again, 
and owing to a difilcoulty with his stepmother 
he left the parental domicile and started his 
singular way of living. Ellsworth took to 
drinking, and kept it up until nearly a year 
ago, since which time he had worshipped at the 
shrine of Murphy. Before he died the man said 
that his father was a railroadgcontractor. Dur- 
ing all the time that he had Tived in hermit life 
he was never kuown to express a desire to see 
his relatives, and never spoke about them but 
once to ehlback. From the sale of his medi- 
cines he derived considerable money, muck 
of which went for rum. Several weeks ago 
he took sick with typhoid fever, which 
developed into a violent case of typhoid 
Malaria. His system, run down by exposure, 
was unable to sustain the shock and he died, 
having been placed in St. Luke’s Hospital a 
week before he expired, by Wohlback. e had 
some money saved, which was used to defray 
the funeral expenses. He was 45 years of age 
and was aman of fine physique. His last mo- 
ments were passed in peace and his death came 
at a time when the man was willing to goto 
his last reat. Ellsworth, during his life at 
Hope’s Loek, was peaceable, and whenever 
under the infineuce of liquor he always went 
his way and molested no one. 





SUICIDE OF A BANK DEFAULTER. 

New-Haven, Conn., Aug. 1.—Last Fri- 
day morning Henry 8. Holbrook, bookkeeper in 
the Ansonia Savings Bank, left Ansonia with- 
out warning. Tuesday a man registered at the 
Richelieu Hotel, Montreal, as W. L. Lee of Plym- 
outh, Mass. He committed suicide in his 


room at the hotel by shooting himself threugh 
the temple. Frum papers found upon the bods 
it was identified as that ef Holbrook. An 
amination of his books showed that he 


robbed the institution for which he worked + 


of $4,000, not more. His 
thefts was by false entry upon the 
books. Egbert Barlett, Treasurer of the 
bank, will probably becomé responsible for 
the shortage. Holbrook was about 30 years 
of age, and had previously berne a good reputa- 
tion. He was Collector of Taxes, Treasurer of 
the Young Men’s Christian Association, a mem- 
ber of the Knights of Pythias, and a member 
of the Eagle Hose Company. The only motive 
assigned for ‘his actions is that he was habitual- 
ly careless in money affairs, drifted into debt 
and fast meen. and finally used money 
which was not his own. His nearest relative is 
a brother. The Treasurer of the bank has issued 
a@ card saying that Holbrook’s shortcomings are 
small, and that he will be personally responsi- 
ble for them.
